PA-BRED LIL E. TEE, 
’92 DERBY WINNER, 
EUTHANIZED AT 20 



Lil £ Tee, the first Pennsylvania-bred to win the Kentucky Derby-GI, shocked the 
racing world in 1992 with the victory, while odds-on favorite Arazi flopped. 


L il E. Tee, the first Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred winner of the 
Kentucky Derby-GI, was 
euthanized on March 18 at Old 
Frankfort Stud in Lexington, 
Ky., following surgery to repair 
an intestinal obstruction. He 
was 20. 

Bred by Larry Littman, Lil 
E. Tee won the 1992 Derby at 
16-1, his 17 pursuers including 
juvenile champion and odds-on 
favorite Arazi. Lil E. Tee ral¬ 
lied from 12th under Pat Day 
for his second major triumph 
that season; he'd also won the 
Jim Beam Stakes-G2 for trainer 
Lynn Whiting. 

By At the Threshold out 
of the For The Moment 
mare Eileen's Moment, Lil 
E. Tee finished fifth in the 


Grade 1 Preakness and did 
not race again in 1992 fol¬ 
lowing a lung infection and 
surgery to remove an ankle 
chip. Competing again at 4, Lil 
E. Tee won the '93 Razorback 
Handicap-G2 and placed in 
the Oaklawn Handicap-Gl, his 
final race. He retired with a 
13-7-4-1 record and earnings 
of $1,437,506. 

He entered stud in 1994, 
standing for $7,500 at Old 
Frankfort after owner W. Cal 
Partee sold a 75 percent inter¬ 
est to farm proprietor Jim 
Plemmons. At the time of his 
death, Lil E. Tee had sired 
20 stakes winners, including 
Mula Gula (1999 Oak Tree 
Derby-G2 and Bay Meadows 
Breeders' Cup Derby-G3) and 


Jim'smrtee (1999 Southwest 
Stakes-G3). His runners have 
earned nearly $10 million. 

Lil E. Tee began his rac¬ 
ing career in Pennsylvania for 
owner Aljevremovic and train¬ 
er Michael Trivigno. After he 
won his second start at 2 by 


IIV 2 lengths, Partee acquired 
him. 

To date, the only other 
Pennsylvania-bred winner of 
the Kentucky Derby has been 
Smarty Jones, who scored in 
2004.' 


POSTAL ENVELOPE 
DEPICTS SEABISCUIT 


T he U.S. Postal Service 
plans the May 11 release 
of a commemorative 
44-cent stamped envelope 
featuring Seabiscuit in honor 
of his 1938 match race vic¬ 
tory over Triple Crown win¬ 
ner War Admiral. 

The Citizens' Stamp 
Advisory Committee recom¬ 
mended the stamp in honor 
of Seabiscuit's achieve¬ 
ments against daunting odds, 
which inspired millions of 
Americans amid dire eco¬ 
nomic times. Artist John 
Mattos created the design, 
which depicts a scene from 
the historic 1938 match race. 

‘We believe the stamp will 
be an appealing and informa¬ 


tive reminder of the legend 
of Seabiscuit,” said Tracy 
Livingston, president of the 
nonprofit Seabiscuit Heritage 
Foundation. 

Livingston said the stamp 
could help underscore the 
foundation's efforts to pre¬ 
serve Ridgewood Ranch, the 
home and final resting place 
of Seabiscuit. The Northern 
California farm, Livingston 
said, has many historic build¬ 
ings in need of urgent repair. 

Release of the special 
stamped envelope will coin¬ 
cide with an increase in first- 
class postage from 42 to 44 
cents. 


GRAYS0N-J0CKEY CLUB 
RESEARCH FOUNDATION 
TO FUND 17 PROJECTS 


G rays on-Jockey Club 
Research Foundation will 
fund 17 projects totaling 
nearly $875,000 in 2009, addres¬ 
sing a broad range of issues 
that includes the improved 
chronicling of injuries to 
Thoroughbreds in training. 

The 17 funded projects 
include research of stem cell 
treatment of suspensory des- 
mitis. At $874,894, the 2009 
research funding means the 
foundation will have provid¬ 
ed more than $16.3 million 
to fund 246 projects at three 
dozen universities since 1983. 

The foundation has also 
disclosed the election of Colo¬ 
rado State University's Dr. Paul 
Lunn, who will succeed Dr. 


Larry Bramlage as chairman 
of its Research Advisory Com¬ 
mittee. 

Bramlage, the noted ortho¬ 
pedic surgeon who served 11 
years as Research Advisory 
Committee chairman, resigned 
because of time constraints 
involving surgical and other rac¬ 
ing-related duties. He remains a 
member of the foundation's 
board of directors. 

Lunn is a professor and 
head of the Department of 
Clinical Sciences at the College 
of Veterinary Medicine and 
Biomedical Sciences at Colo¬ 
rado State. He specializes in 
equine immunology and infec¬ 
tious disease.

BC MARATHON 
LENGTHENED 

T he $500,000 Breeders’ Cup Marathon will be contested at 
a mile and three-quarters this year, making it the nation’s 
longest major stakes race on dirt. 

The Marathon debuted on Santa Anita’s Pro-Ride surface in 
2008 at a mile and a half. 

The Breeders’ Cup World Championships, featuring the 
Marathon and 13 other stakes with purses totaling $25.5 mil¬ 
lion, is scheduled for November 6 and 7, once again at Santa 
Anita’s Oak Tree meet. 

Marylander Robert T. Manfuso, chairman of the Breeders’ 
Cup Racing and Nominations Committee, said his group 
strongly recommended the extension to align the Marathon 
with international racing standards. 

Pamela Blatz-Murff, Breeders’ Cup senior vice-president 
of racing, noted that the increased distance would place the 
starting gate near the six-furlong chute, affording a longer run 
to the first turn. 


HRTV BEGINS SHOWING 
CHARLES TOWN RACES 
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—PENSIONERS ON PARADE— 


KARMANI 



Chris Boniface has tended to the needs of Karmani through numerous setbacks. 


H e didn’t break his maiden 
until age 5 and was still 
racing at 10. He bowed 
tendons, yet learned to jump 
at 11. He became an unlike¬ 
ly foxhunter and survived a 
freak barn mishap when it was 
thought he would not. 

If Deputed Testamony is 
the soul of Bonita Farm’s pen¬ 
sioners, Karmani is the heart. 

Karmani may lack the 
cachet of 29-year-old Deputed 
Testamony, winner of the 1983 
Preakness Stakes-Gl and one 
of the most notable retirees in 
the Mid-Atlantic. But the dura¬ 
ble stakes winner, now 24, has 
become one of the Boniface 
family’s prized pensioners at 
Bonita. 

Bred in Canada by Eaton 
Hall Farm, the big dark bay 
son of Run the Gantlet was 
the first foal of stakes-winning 
mare Muskoka Weekend, by 
Nostrum. Owner Thomas W. 
Webb sent 3-year-old Karmani 
to trainer Bill Boniface at 
Bonita in 1988; the horse was 
unraced at 2 and made a few 
starts in Canada at 3. 

“Tom Webb was such a 
fantastic man,” said Bill’s son, 
Kevin Boniface. “He was an 
old-school horseman. When 
he sent Karmani to us at 3, 
he bowed. So we said, ‘Listen, 
he bowed his tendon, so we’ll 
have to give him a year [off].’ 
He said, ‘That’s all right, you 
send him home. I’m going to 
give him two [years].’ So he 
blistered those tendons good 
and gave him two years off, and 
then he came back here when 
he was 5.” 

Karmani’s pedigree sug¬ 
gested a distance on the turf, 
but Bill Boniface first entered 
the horse in a six-furlong maid¬ 
en special weight on the dirt at 
Delaware Park. 

“It was one of the few places 
where you could get a race for 
a 5-year old maiden,” Kevin 
explained. “So I put Kaymarie 
Kreidel on him one day and 
sent her out to work him a half. 


I looked down at the stop¬ 
watch, and he had gone in :46. 
So I called dad and said, 
‘Karmani went in 46!’ He said, 
‘Great, don’t tell anybody, and 
we’ll cash a ticket!’” 

A buddy of Kevin’s often 
sought the inside word when¬ 
ever Bonita had a live run¬ 
ner. “So I said, ‘Now look, 
don’t you tell anybody, because 
I want to cash a ticket on this 
horse. This horse is going to 
win.’ So I’m going over there, 
and I’m betting my whole pay- 
check on him. I get to the 
paddock, and I look up, and 
he’s two to five. That was the 
last time I ever gave anybody 
a horse! And Karmani won for 
fun that day.” 

Winning or hitting the board 
became one of Karmani’s hall¬ 
marks. In 53 starts, the geld¬ 
ing had a record of 11-12-11 
and earnings of $369,147. His 
signature moment came in the 
1991 Sword Dancer Handi- 
cap-Gl, then run at Belmont 
Park. Ridden by Jorge Chavez, 
Karmani went to post at 37-1. 

“He was a tough horse,” 
Kevin shared. “He’d go to the 


front, and you had to go get 
him. He would not relinquish 
the lead. And he almost won it. 
He ran a heck of a race.” 

Battling gamely outside, 
Karmani was beaten only a 
length that day by the winner, 
Dr. Root. 

Plis stakes triumphs includ¬ 
ed the Kelly-Olympic Breeders’ 
Cup Handicap at Atlantic City 
and Ambler Stakes at Phila¬ 
delphia Park. Karmani contin¬ 
ued his campaign as a 10-year- 
old in 1995 before suffering a 
career-ending bowed tendon in 
his fourth start that year. 

Vanned home to Bonita, 
Karmani became the focus of 
Kevin’s wife, Chris Boniface, 
who’d been fond of the horse 
since Inis earliest days on the 
farm. 

“I remember Kevin’s sister 
Kim riding him in the shedrow 
one day,” she said, “and she 
looked at me and said, ‘This 
is your kind of horse.’ I ended 
up getting on him eventually, 
and he’s everybody’s kind of 
horse.” 

The bow was so serious as 
to bring talk of euthanasia, but 


Chris insisted she could nurse 
the gelding back to health. After 
giving Karmani a few months 
off, she gradually began riding 
him again. 

“He became the most 
amazing foxhunter,” said Chris. 
“When he’d be on a run, he 
loved it. He was never rank or 
anything. And then he’d stop 
for a check; you could drop 
the reins, fold your arms, he’d 
cock a hind leg, listen to the 
hounds. He was the perfect 
ladies’ hunter.” 

He was so dependable that 
Kevin and Chris’s daughter 
Sydney, then 9, rode him in her 
first outing with the Rose Tree 
Fox Hunting Club. 

Chris believes the horse 
might still be foxhunting had it 
not been for a freak accident at 
the farm a few years ago. 

“I had him out in the aisle 
to fix his blanket,” she said. 
“I backed him up just to turn 
him to go back into his stall, 
and he slipped and broke his 
hind leg.” 

Strike three for Karmani? 
Not with Chris umpiring. 
She again devoted herself to 
his recovery, aided by good 
friend and veterinarian Adam 
Lockard. Karmani now goes 
“only on light rides occasion¬ 
ally” and lives out in a huge 
field with other Boniface fam¬ 
ily mounts. His pasture-mates 
include Beast, Kevin’s trusted 
stable pony by Parfaitement, 
and Patrick’s Luck, the tiny foal 
featured in the Animal Planet 
series Thoroughbred in 2000. 

Kevin summed it up with a 
poignant plug. 

“I love the Pensioners On 
Parade,” he said. “Because if 
you don’t fall in love with them 
in this game, it’s too hard to get 
up every morning and do what 
we do. Sure, he raced until he 
was 10, but what he’s been 
doing for the last several years, 
well that’s the real story of old 
Karmani.”

SONNY SIMS: GIFTED 
HORSEMAN AND EMINENT 
FARM MANAGER 


M onti W (Sonny) Sims, 
a Thoroughbred rider, 
trainer and well-trav¬ 
eled farm manager regarded 
as an exceptional and versatile 
horseman, died March 6 in 
Palm City, Fla. He was 79. 

Born and raised near Pim¬ 
lico Race Course, Mr. Sims 
heeded the race track teach¬ 
ings of his father, Monti C. 
Sims, and drew from the same 
varied palette. A successful 
steeplechase rider, Monti C. 
Sims turned to training flat 
horses and campaigned 1974 
Santa Anita Derby winner 
Destroyer. If Sims was profes¬ 
sionally adventurous, his boy 
Sonny would outdo him. 

Sonny Sims rode his first 
steeplechase winner (Hadabar) 
at 16, earned a trainer’s license 
in his early 20s and became a 
farm manager (at Twin Lane 
in Newark, Del.) before age 

CLYDE BRADLEY 

Thomas Marshall (Clyde) 
Bradley, a backstretch worker 
at Laurel Park for 35 years, died 
on February 22 at age 60. 

A Vietnam War veteran, Mr. 
Bradley served as a groom and 
veterinary assistant during his 
Laurel career. 

INEZ GILH00LY 

Inez Blair Gilhooly, a retired 
schoolteacher and partner in 
Schoolyard Stables with hus¬ 
band Eugene, died January 23 
in Cape St. Claire, Md. She 
was 79. 

The Gilhoolys established 
Schoolyard Stable in 1982, 
somewhat to the surprise of 
Eugene, a retired elementary 
school principal. 

“I had always loved Thor¬ 
oughbred racing and going to 


30. In time, he would manage 
farms in four states: Woodlawn, 
Marydel, Meadowlark, Osuf- 
nam, Polinger and Sunset Hill 
in Maryland; Spendthrift in 
Kentucky; and Good Chance 
and Coastable in Florida. 

The more Mr. Sims did, the 
more he sought to do. Working 
for Helen Polinger in 1972, 
Mr. Sims accompanied her 
soon-to-be-estranged husband 
to the Eastern Fall Yearling 
Sales atTimonium. For $9,000, 
they snatched Jezabelfs Man, a 
graceful, leggy colt by *Pfince 
Taj. 

Helen Polinger, given to 
steeplechasing, bought Jeza- 
bell’s Man outfight early his 
3-year-old season, before he’d 
raced. “She was looking for a 
jumper, and I told her I thought 
this horse might make one,” 
Mr. Sims told The Maryland 
Horse in 1975. “I liked him 

the track,” he told the Balti¬ 
more Sun y “and one night, 
when we were going to dinner 
at Howard Johnson’s. .. I said I 
was thinking of buying a horse. 
I thought Inez might jump out 
of the car right there on Route 
50 at that suggestion, but she 
surprised me with her answer. 
She said, As long as you’ve 
been interested in horse racing, 
I wondered why you put off so 
long buying a horse.’ ” 

WILLIAM! GOFF JR. 

William T. Goff Jr, 39, a 
second-generation horseman 
based in West Virginia, died 
March 2. 

Mr. Goff followed his 
father, William T. Goff Sr, into 
horse training at Charles Town 
in 1990. For his career, the 
younger Mr. Goff trained 583 
winners from 3,216 starters (18

Under Mr. Sims’s tutelage, 
Jezabell’s Man became a fence¬ 
jumping dynamo, winning the 
Brave Wing and Indian River 
Handicaps and Tom Roby 
Stakes. 

Before the decade ended, 
Mr. Sims turned his artistry to 
the flat. He began training a 
young Kentucky-bred filly for 
Polinger, with news-making 
results. The Very One won 
her first five stakes (of 13) for 
Mr. Sims and defeated males in 
the 1979 Dixie Handicap-G2 
at Pimlico. She eventually sur¬ 
passed $1 million in earnings. 

The Very One rising through 
the nation’s distaff ranks at age

In May 2007, Mr. Goff 
claimed the filly Love to Plunge 
for $15,000 and transformed 
her into a three-time stakes 
winner. The night Love to 
Plunge took Charles Town’s 
Potomac Stakes (July 7, 2007), 
Mr. Goff saddled two other 
winners on the card. By West 
Virginia-based Luftikus, Love 
to Plunge won six races and 
$147,930 before her career 
was ended by an injury during 
her August 2007 victory in the 
HBPA Horsemen’s Stakes. 

BILL HAUN 

Wilmont D. (Bill) Haun, 87, 
who had a long career train¬ 
ing horses before joining the 
admissions departments at 
Maryland’s mile tracks, died 
January 22 in Mount Airy, Md. 


4, Mr. Sims headed for a new 
challenge. Jerry Hoffberger 
had bought Sunset Hill Farm 
in Howard County, Md, from 
Edgar Lucas, and lured Mr. 
Sims aboard. 

In 1983, Spendthrift Farm, 
then the largest Thoroughbred 
farm in the land, petitioned 
Mr. Sims to manage it. Out¬ 
going farm manager John 
Williams, another Marylander, 
firmly endorsed Mr. Sims, 
saying, “I gave the problem 
weeks of thought, and, when 
I had considered every pos¬ 
sible name, it was Sonny who 
had the best credentials.” 

After serving at Spend¬ 
thrift, Mr. Sims moved to 
Florida to manage Good 
Chance Farm. The opportu¬ 
nity afforded Mr. Sims a long- 
coming reunion. Farm owner 
Kenneth Opstein had bred 
and raced Destroyer, whom 
Mr. Sims’s father had sent out 
to finish sixth in the Kentucky 
Derby. 

Mr. Sims was farm manager 
for Coastable in Palm City since 
1998 and remained active until 
a few days before his death. 
“He did everything around 
the farm,” said Coastable 
owner Rob Schweiger. 

His wife Patricia had passed 
away six days earlier. 

Mr. Haun tramped a 
path to horse training in the 
1930s, working for future 
Hall of Famer Ben A. Jones 
at Woolford Farm in Kansas. 
After an Army stint ended in 
1945, Mr. Haun began condi¬ 
tioning a small string of horses 
for his wife. 

Training for Edgar Lucas’s 
Helm ore Farm in the early 
1960s, Mr. Haun developed 
Phantom Shot, winner of three 
New Jersey stakes, and s takes- 
placed Best Course. 

After retiring as a trainer, 
Mr. Haun worked in the admis¬ 
sions department at Laurel, 
Pimlico and Bowie, the latter 
now a training center. Patricia 
worked in the pari-mutuels 
department.

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BILL DIXON, FOUNDED 
MEA CULPA STABLES 


illiam E. (Bill) Dixon, 
86, a Thoroughbred 
owner and breeder 
whose Mea Culpa Stables 
became a Maryland Million 
phenomenon, died at his 
Severna Park, Md., home on 
March 24. 

A real estate developer, Mr. 
Dixon made a dedicated effort 
to cultivate his racing stable in 
1986, with unequivocal results. 
Mea Culpa, which Mr. Dixon 
founded and operated with 
then-wife Phyllis, whom he 
married in 1978, managed a 
record-sharing five Maryland 
Million victories as owner, 
three by graded stakes-winning 
homebred Mz. Zill Bear. 

A winner of 15 races and 
$740,423, Mz. Zill Bear com¬ 
manded the Maryland Million 
Ladies from 1993 through 
1995. Mea Culpa also owned 
Maryland Million heroes Gay- 
quare (1993 Handicap) and 
homebred Anarex (’94 Distaff 
Starter Handicap). The stable 
is tied for second among 
breeders with four Maryland 
Million victories. 

land Veterinary Group, and her 
husband, Clayton Beck, assis¬ 
tant racing secretary at Laurel 
and Pimlico. 

EICHI K0IWAI 

Dr. Eichi Koiwai, a Penn¬ 
sylvania breeder and owner 
for more than a decade, died 
February 23 in Rydal, Pa. He 
was 89. 

Formerly a pathologist, 
professor, president of the 
U.S. Judo Federation and an 
Olympics judo referee, Dr. 
Koiwai established Koiwai 
Stables with his second wife, 
Phyllis, in 1993. Through 2004, 
the stable won 55 races with 15 
horses, homebred Lord San¬ 
ford foremost among them. By 
Lord At Law out of theRambo 
(Ire) mare Wendy’s Revenge, 


Mz. Zill Bear, one of three 
horses Mr. Dixon sent to leg¬ 
endary French trainer Maurice 
Zilber early in 1991-hence 
the name-began her vaunt¬ 
ed career in Maryland later 
that year in the stable of Ron 
Cartwright. A filly of modest 
ability on dirt, she blossomed 
on the grass in 1992 and 
deepened her status as a bur¬ 
geoning turf star with a vic¬ 
tory in the Martha Washington 
Handicap-G3 at Laurel Park 
that October. 

In time, Mr. Dixon pros¬ 
pered with other stakes-win¬ 
ning homebreds and acquisi¬ 
tions alike. In partnership with 
Kathleen Kelley, he bred the 
Smarten mare One Smart 
Girl to Salutely, a stallion Mea 
Culpa eventually owned entire¬ 
ly. The resultant 1994 foal, 
Fred Bear Claw, although no 
longer owned by the Dixons, 
became a durable campaigner, 
racing into his 10-year-old sea¬ 
son, counting a third in the 
Pimlico Special-Gl among his 
eight stakes wins or placings, 
and earning $452,100. 

Lord Sanford took the 2000 
Peppy Addy Stakes, placed in 
two other stakes and earned 
$204,403. 

With Phyllis’s death late in 
2001, the stable declined, and 
Dr. Koiwai left horse racing 
three years later. 

DUFFY RATHBUN 

Henry T. (Duffy) Rathbun, 
87, a prominent Washington, 
D.C., lawyer who owned and 
bred horses for more than half 
a century, died March 19 in 
Cape Coral, Fla. 

Mr. Rathbun and his late 
wife, Sheilah, began breeding 
and racing Thoroughbreds in 
1955 and established Fay Gate 
Farm in Middleburg, Va., nine 
years later. Their homebred 
stakes winners included Worri- 


The Dixons raced Con- 
radley, a multiple stakes winner 
of $259,064, and Secret Firm, 
winner of two Saratoga graded 
stakes, seven of 10 races over¬ 
all and $242,717. They bred 
Saluteloot ($261,786), who ran 
in Phyllis’s name, and bred and 
sold Avie’s Lady. 

Mr. Dixon’s divorce from 
Phyllis, his second of three 
wives, prompted an eventful 
1999 dispersal of their blood¬ 
stock. At the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Mixed Sale that 
December, the Dixons sold 
40 horses totaling $1.1 mil¬ 
lion and had three of the four 
top-selling broodmares. Two 
were bought by Mr. Dixon: the 
most expensive, Dollar Poker, 
(a full sister to Silver Charm) 
for $175,000 and Mz. Zill Bear 
for $125,000. 

The Mea Culpa dispersal 
also produced a Maryland 
mixed sale record when a 
weanling colt by Boston 
Market out of Dollar Poker 
fetched $240,000. 

Mz. Zill Bear (Salutely— 
Silver Mink, by Vice Regent) 
had four live foals, none an 
accomplished runner. In 2002 
she produced her final foal, 
Zill Bear’s Secret, who became 
the first winner for sire Secret 
Firm. 

some Thing and her s takes- 
winning son General Strike, as 
well as graded winner Miss Otis 
(a granddaughter of Worrisome 
Thing) and her daughter Shiny 
Sheet, an earner of $543,552. 

A founding partner of Wil- 
mer Cutler and Pickering, Mr. 
Rathbun helped establish the 
Washington firm’s banking law 
practice, which he oversaw until 
his retirement in 1987. Mr. 
Rathbun once bought a Salem 
filly at a foreclosure sale and 
named her Courthouse Steps. 
The stakes-placed filly won 15 
races and $83,554 in her career. 

For the past 20 years, Mr. 
Rathbun had advocated the 
preservation of Virginia farm¬ 
land. He was a director of the 
Land Trust of Virginia, a con¬ 
servation group, and a member 
of the nonprofit Goose Creek 



In 2001, Mr. Dixon married 
Ann Newlove and continued 
racing and breeding horses. 

Mr. Dixon’s interest in 
horse racing germinated dur¬ 
ing youthful days in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., and Annapolis. After 
graduating from the University 
of Maryland in 1943, he com¬ 
pleted Officers Candidate 
School at Northwestern Uni¬ 
versity and served the US. 
Navy in the Pacific theater 
during World War II. 

After the war, he married 
Peggy Dudley, got a law degree 
from the University of Mary¬ 
land and founded the Monu¬ 
mental Title company. He was 
regarded as an expert in real 
estate law and land-use policies.

Dr. Charles F. Reid, an influ¬ 
ential veterinarian and equine 
radiology pioneer who bred 
and co-owned 1976 Olympic 
gold medalist and eventing leg¬ 
end Bally Cor, died February 12 
in Unionville, Pa. He was 75. 

Dr. Reid joined the Univer¬ 
sity of Pennsylvania’s New 
Bolton Center in 1963 and 
began a distinguished career 
in its large animal veterinary 
clinic. Having developed a clin¬ 
ical approach to interpreting 
equine radiographs, he became 
a respected authority and often- 
sought speaker on the subject. 
Veterinary colleagues deferen-

daily called Dr. Reid “the father 
of equine radiology,” and his 
mailbox was said to be routine¬ 
ly crammed with radiograph¬ 
ic images from practitioners 
seeking his interpretation. He 
almost always responded. 

Chairman of New Bolton's 
radiology and clinical studies 
departments, Dr. Reid had a 
keen interest in horses beyond 
the scientific. An avid rider and 
foxhunter, he bred the mare 
Bally Cor, a three-day eventer 
who reached new heights on 
the U.S. Equestrian Team. 

In the mid-1970s, Dr. Reid 
and co-owners Harden and 
Ailsa Crawford loaned Bally 
Cor to the USET with extraor¬ 
dinary results. Bally Cor and 
rider Tad Coffin, then 20, won 
team and individual gold med¬ 
als at the 1975 Pan American 
Games and followed with team 
and individual gold at the '76 
Montreal Olympics and a team 
bronze at the '78 World Cham¬ 
pionships. 


Paddy Neils on, who rode 
in a record 21 Maryland Hunt 
Cups (winning three), delivered 
the eulogy at Dr. Reid's funeral 
service, which was followed by 
foxhunting. “It was exactly as 
he would have wished,” Mr. 
Neilson said. 

JOHN THIGPEN 

John Fleming Thigpen Jr., 
89, a longtime steeplechase 
official and presence at Virginia 
horse shows, died February 7 in 
Charlottesville, Va. 

For his work at steeplechase 
meets regionally and beyond, 
Mr. Thigpen received the Vir¬ 
ginia Steeplechase Association's 
Francis Thornton Green Award 
in 1998 and the National Stee¬ 
plechase Association's Monk 
Noland Award in 2002. He was 
inducted into the Hall of Fame 
of the Virginia Horse Shows 
Association in 2005.

Springtime and 
the Preakness, 
what a great 
time to plav...

So frolic , and so green, so green, so green!”

H ooray, hooray the month of May, when the warm rays 

of the national spotlight shine on horse racing. Even the 
most ephemeral of sports fans has heard of the Kentucky 
Derby and can follow the trail to the Preakness and Belmont 
Stakes. We are in the Triple Crown season. Fair weather followers 
may not remember the dates, but they know the celebration of 
the Thoroughbred kicks off in earnest in May, and there are 
fancy hats and mint juleps involved. 

Big events, we love’em. Schedules are planned around those 
dates, friends are invited to get together and seats and tables are 
reserved. Afterwards we have lots of souvenirs and memorable 
experiences. Think back to that time in your life when you called 
that old pal and said, “Remember when Secretariat won the 
Preakness, he passed the whole field on the first turn. We had 
the best time and I still have the winning ticket!” These special 
days are always a tribute to top athletes at their most competitive. 
They are festive and joyful, and you want to be there if for no 
other reason than to say you were there. As a fan, or better yet 
as a participant, you are a witness to a record set or broken, to 
unique achievements — to history. 

In May the grass is green and plentiful, the foals are glossy 
and playful, and the 3-year-old Thoroughbreds are lean and 
competitive. The crop of young horses has sorted itself out so 
that you can follow their progress and select your favorite. In 
this business the choice of a favorite is not often capricious. It’s 
time to watch with interest, gather all the information that you 
can, but also listen to the siren song of the bloodlines or, if 
you are a bettin’ man, long odds. Breeders are rooting for value 
- springtime success will make your investments appreciate (or 
you appreciate your investments). Stud farms will bathe in the 
reflected glory of their stallion’s accomplishment, and mare 
owners know that victory will enhance her pedigree for years to 
come. 

The times are changing, no status quo here, and the Preakness 
will be a special gift this year - because it is still ours. This year’s 
renewal will give the horse industry in Maryland a chance to 
take a deep breath, to revisit old friends. It is time to reminisce, 
to put the cares aside for this one day, and just celebrate. It will 
be a time to commemorate the past and acknowledge what 
history has made, but also to look ahead and make plans for the 
future. This Preakness comes with a profound legacy, a valuable 
opportunity and a mighty lesson. ^ 
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THE FLEXIBLE METTLE 
OF SHAMROCK’S 
STEELE 

In 1976, Pittsburgh Steelers owner Art Rooney 
sought a quarterback for his Carroll County, Md., 
farm. The guy he signed has become the 
consummate all-purpose player, byjoe ciancy 


H arry Harvey main man to 
the Rooney family's horse 
businesses, called Inis 
friend Joe Taylor at Gainesway 
Farm. 

“We need a farm manager 
over here at Shamrock Farm in 
Maryland," Harvey said. “Three 
hundred acres, some mares - 
Standardbred and Thorough¬ 
bred—and we'd like to stand a 
stallion. But you know, Joe, we 
don’t want somebody who just 
knows horses. We grow crops, 
we've got some cattle. We need 
an all-arounder." 

Taylor knew just the guy, a 
stallion groom at Gainesway 
with a farming background, a 
college degree and aspirations 
to be a veterinarian. Thirty- 
two years later, Jim Steele still 
works at Shamrock. 

Kentucky hard-boot turned 
Maryland horseman, Steele 
built a career, a family, a life at 
the Carroll County farm near 
Woodbine-all on the decision 
to interview with Harvey back 
in 1976. 

“When I came here, I was 
still going to go to vet school; 
I wasn't going to stay forever," 
Steele said in late March. “But 
now, this is home. When I get 


up in the middle of the night, 
I don't need to turn the light 
on. I know where the bump is, 
where the doorway is. It's home. 
It's been a nice fit for me. I like 
agriculture. I like horses. I like 
the farming aspect. I like the 
cattle aspect.” 

Steele met his wife, Christie, 
at Shamrock, and they raised 
five sons—Britt, Michael, 
Christopher, Jonathan and 
Timmy-in the house built for 
his predecessor and periodical¬ 
ly visited by the farm's founder 
(family patriarch Art Rooney, 
who died in 1988). 

Rooney founded the Pitts¬ 
burgh Steelers with money 
he earned betting horses and 
became a legend in his home¬ 
town while spreading goodwill 
through a lifetime. He bought 
Shamrock, then a dairy farm, 
as a retreat/escape in 1948 and 
made it home base for an oper¬ 
ation that included standout 
hornebreds in Standardbred 
and Thoroughbred racing and 
evoked a “working-farm" men¬ 
tality that pervades Shamrock 
still. 

Now more than 600 acres, 
Shamrock houses stallions, 
mares, foals, yearlings, some 


layups, acres of hay, straw and 
soybeans and the Steele family. 
Farm equipment gets parked 
between the fence lines. Extra 
hay gets sold to local cattle 
farms. The fences get repaired 
during down time between busy 
seasons. The horses stay out¬ 
side, weather permitting. When 
Christie isn't at her desk as farm 
secretary, often because she 
stayed up late on a night-watch 
shift, Steele answers the phone 
with a simple “Shamrock" and 
uses old-school sayings tike 
“Good enough" toward the end 
of die call. 

The Steelers are known for 
generations of success, a no- 
nonsense approach to the busi¬ 
ness side of football and loy¬ 
alty when it comes to coaches, 
players, fans and the city of 
Pittsburgh. If that combination 
helped lead to an unmatched 
six Super Bowl victories, so be 
it. The standard would have 
been the same, win or lose. 

Shamrock has produced 
several Standardbred champi¬ 
ons and sustained Thorough¬ 
bred success going back 60 
years, through Maryland-bred 
champion Christopher R., 
longtime Delaware Park track 


record holder St. Bonaventure 
and stakes winners Reception 
Queen, Joan R., Good As 
Diamonds (Ife), Teeming 
Shore and Molly. On the Stan¬ 
dardbred side, the farm's con¬ 
tributions include the ama 2 ing 
mare Lismore (whose 19 foals 
earned more than $4.5 million), 
Lisheen (a winner of $500,000), 
Super Bradshaw, B.G's Bunny 
and more. 

Shamrock also gets credit 
for giving Maryland Jim Steele. 
With the Rooneys' leadership, 
Steele steered the farm through 
a variety of incarnations-Thor¬ 
oughbreds, Standardbreds, cat¬ 
tle, crops, semen collection for 
visiting Warmblood stallions- 
whatever was needed. No mere 
loss leader in a Rooney empire 
that includes Yonkers Raceway, 
Palm Beach Kennel Club 
Greyhound track and more, 
Shamrock pays its way and 
improves itself via economic 
success. 

“I was a Thoroughbred guy, 
and [former Shamrock farm 
manager] Arnold Shaw was a 
Standardbred guy, so the farm 
took on a Thoroughbred trend 
when I got here," said Steele. 
“But a horse is a horse, and

we've made it work. The farm 
has changed and evolved in 
all kinds of ways since I first 
came.” 

So has Steele. In his 32 years 
as a Marylander, he has worked 
on more than Shamrock Farm. 
He is president of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association 
and chairman of the Maryland 
Horse Industry Board, has 
served Standardbred groups, 
state agriculture commissions 
and the Carroll County Farm 
Bureau, among others. He 
helped draft a state equine cen¬ 
sus to give the horse indus¬ 
try data to illustrate economic 
impact, and still supports the 
idea of a Maryland Horse Park. 
Above all, he has worked hard 
to link agriculture and horses - 
driving home the point that 
farmers and horse breeders are 
part of the same industry. 

CHANGING PLANES 

Like a horse trying to getinto 
a crowded maiden field, Steele 
wound up on the also-eligible 
list for Auburn University's vet¬ 
erinary program. He worked at 
Gainesway and took graduate 
courses at Western Kentucky 


University and the University 
of Kentucky while eyeing the 
scratch board, then jumped at 
the chance to interview for the 
Shamrock job. 

Perhaps Kentucky's most 
respected farm manager, 
Taylor recommended Steele. 
The young man called Harvey 
and set up an interview and 
a tour of the farm. A nov¬ 
ice regarding air travel and the 
Baltimore-Washington area, 
Steele booked a flight from 
Lexington to Baltimore with a 
layover in Washington, D.C., in 
December 1976. 

“I had been to Washington 
one time in my life, on a class 
trip as a 12-year-old or some¬ 
thing,” he said. “How was I 
supposed to know you could 
drive to BWI in 30 minutes?” 

No m atter. S teele m ade good 
use of his time and saw the 
King Tut exhibit before catch¬ 
ing the plane for Baltimore. He 
met Harvey, toured the farm 
and liked what he saw. Next 
came a trip to New York and 
an interview with Tim Rooney 
(Art's son and Steele's boss 
today) at Yonkers early in 1977. 


Steele fit Shamrock's job 
description. He'd learned 
farming from his father and 
grandfather. A groom for stal¬ 
lion Crimson Satan and others 
at Gainesway, Steele knew the 
breeding business. In addition, 
he had foxhunted, ridden show 
horses, owned a Tennessee 
Walking Horse and operated 
a small breaking and leg-up 
business. 

“I knew a little bit of every¬ 
thing, and that really helped,” 
he said. “I talked with Mr. 
Rooney, and we went through 
what he wanted and how it 
would work. A month later, I 
was offered the job.” 

He started on April 1, 1977 
(after a long ride with a U-Haul 
trailer) and never left. The 
first night included the drama 
of Christopher R.'s dam Rita 
Marie looking like she was 
ready to foal-though she gave 
her new farm manager a few 
days before actually delivering. 

Tim Rooney knew he had 
made the tight call with the 
young man from Kentucky. 

Christopher R. stood his 
first season at Glade Valley 
Farms in Frederick, so Steele 


shuttled mares back and forth 
while learning on the fly, deliv¬ 
ering foals and trying not to 
work days and nights. 

Word was out about the 
new guy, and Shamrock host¬ 
ed a steady stream of sales¬ 
men— feed, hay, straw, pesticides, 
supplies. Steele ran them all 
off until he finally heeded one 
man's “but I've been selling to 
this farm for years” approach. 
Steele answered, “Fine, just 
send me whatever we ordered 
last year.” The 55-gallon drums 
of pesticide lasted years. 

The highlight of the new job 
came on a 1979 Super B owl trip 
with the Steelers. Steele flew on 
the team's plane, stayed in the 
team's hotel, signed autographs 
as he and future NFL Hall 
of Famer Jack Lambert and 
other stars sat at the owner's 
table at a party after Pittsburgh 
defeated Dallas, 35-31. 

“It was culture shock for me, 
but the whole thing was an 
experience,” said Steele. “Mr. 
[Art] Rooney made me feel 
like a big guy, an important 
part of it all, and he was always 
like that. I used to think I was 
special because he treated me

great. Over the years, I found 
out I wasn’t special. He treated 
everybody like that. God, what 
a great guy.” 

SHIFTING WINDS 

Home to a herd of Angus 
catde and a majority of 
Standardbreds when Steele 
started, Shamrock shifted 
toward Thoroughbreds once 
Christopher R. moved to the 
farm for his second season 
at stud. A four-time Maryland 
champion, including Horse of 
the Year in 1975, Christopher 
R. won 22 races and more 
than $400,000 for Shamrock 
and trainer Tuffy Hacker. The 
horse serviced the Rooneys’ 
mares and lured outside clients, 
and the farm boomed with the 
rest of the industry, peaking at 
120 foals per year. 

Shamrock also stood 
Dancing Count, Thirty Eight 
Paces and others through 
the years. The Rooneys pur¬ 
chased two adjoining parcels, 
and Shamrock gradually added 
another mare/foaling barn in 
the mid-1980s, a bigger stal¬ 
lion barn and a nursery area 


for yearlings on the far side of 
the farm. 

Along the way, Steele put his 
stamp on Shamrock. He built 
a wall of Kentucky limestone 
at the end of the driveway. He 
planted maple trees along the 
drive, expanded paddocks and 
fields, eventually stopped peo¬ 
ple from using roadside acre¬ 
age as parkland. At its most 
successful, Shamrock was men¬ 
tioned by many as second only 
to the legendary Windfields 
Farm in Chesapeake City 
among Maryland’s breeding- 
farm elite. 

Then the industry changed, 
the farm’s stallions got old and 
the farm evolved again. At the 
end of the 1980s, Shamrock 
felt the pinch of fewer mares, 
fewer foals, fewer commercial 
successes. Unlike many horse 
farms, however, Shamrock 
adapted, making money from 
livestock, crops, Standardbreds, 
other breeds. When the 
Rooneys first expanded the 
farm, there was some rough 
land out back. Steele filled it 
with cattle. 

“I got up to 80 cows at one 
point, then got it back down to 



Ever conscientious, Jim did research before designing and building a 
Kentucky limestone wall that serves as the farm’s marquee. It was a team 
effort: He, his brother David and their children helped with construction. 
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40, then I got it down to 20,” 
he said. “Twenty was a great 
number, because I could feed 
them without doing anything 
extra. They ate hay that wasn’t 
suitable for the horses. When I 
got up to 80,1 started growing 
silage just to feed them.” 

As a cattle farm, Shamrock 
provided the cow exhibit 
for the Greater Westchester 
County Fair and Exposition 
at Yonkers Raceway. The fair 
hosted hundreds of thousands 
of visitors each year, and the 
attractions included Shamrock’s 
cows, calves, even a bull. 

“We sent a purebred Devon 
bull with a great big set of 
horns up there one year,” said 
Steele. “Well, some kids got 
to messing with him and were 
throwing darts at him. The 
bull got mad, busted out of 
the stall and started running 
through the midway. I got this 
15-minute call screaming at me. 
They blamed it on the bull, but 
it could have been a cow; it 
could have been anything. If 
you’d have thrown darts at me, 
I would have broken loose and 
run through the midway.” 


Steele never sent another 
bull, and the cow exhibit 
included a wall and a security 
guard the next year. 

From the start, Shamrock 
grew more than horses and 
cows, and Steele’s job now 
includes caring for 60 acres of 
wheat straw, about 100 acres 
of hay and 40 acres of soy¬ 
beans. While an outside farmer 
handles the soybeans and com¬ 
bines the wheat, the nine-mem¬ 
ber Shamrock crew bales the 
timothy and alfalfa each year. 
In good years, the farm grows 
enough to sell. In bad years, it 
buys a little. 

In its latest state, Shamrock 
stands stallions Cherokee’s Boy, 
Greek Sun and Rock Slide for 
the Maryland Stallion Station, 
plus M Eighty and Purple 
Passion. Steele expects to foal 
about 50 mares, some owned 
by the Rooneys, others for out¬ 
side clients. 

Standardbred mares are 
treated much like Thorough¬ 
bred mares, and the yearling 
field might include both breeds 
turned out together. Shamrock 
recendy trimmed the staff 


of 12 to nine when business 
slowed over the winter but may 
add more people as the work 
returns. 

LEADING BY 
EXAMPLE 

In his unique position as the 
manager of a Thoroughbred, 
Standardbred, crop and cattle 
farm, Steele put himself in 
line for any number of posi¬ 
tions representing and leading 
diose industries. First came 
posts with the Standardbred 
breeders, via the introductory 
work of Harvey, then with 
the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association board of directors 
(he’s been the treasurer and 
plans to end a three-year stint 
as president this spring). 

Outside of racing, he’s 
best known as president of 
the Maryland Horse Industry 
Board and the man behind the 
2002 equine census that gath¬ 
ered crucial statistical informa¬ 
tion about the state’s industry. 

Maryland Horse Industry 
Board executive director Rob 
Burk called Steele a key ingredi¬ 
ent to the agency’s success. 


“He has done more for the 
recognition of the equine 
industry within the agricultural 
industry than any individual 
in the sport,” said Burk. “He 
can always present a reason¬ 
able voice for the industry to 
agriculture, to farmers, to poli¬ 
ticians, to anyone.” 

Burk and Steele both work 
to ensure a seat at the table for 
Maryland’s horses in any state 
agriculture issues - land pres¬ 
ervation, nutrient management, 
etc. To go with his hands-on 
nature at Shamrock, Steele 
knows how to work a room. 

“The first time I met him. . . 
I remember thinking, ‘This guy? 
How can he help?’” said Burk. 

“He’s got such an easygoing 
personality that you don’t give 
him credit. Now I realize he’s 
got lots of vision, and people 
look to him. When he makes a 
point about something, people 
listen.” 

Facing pressure from a weak 
economy, competition from 
neighboring states, a bankrupt 
race track owner and a seem¬ 
ingly underproductive slots 
law, Maryland’s Thoroughbred 
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industry has stagnated, feeding 
pessimism. 

Not so fast, Steele says. He 
figures the slots will come and 
will support racing. The econ¬ 
omy forced some bidders to 
propose fewer machines than 
were approved, but that won't 
stop the creation of viable slot 
machine locations. 

“Think about it from a 
business sense: Who wants to 
take the maximum number of 
machines?" he asked. “In this 
economy? Why not start small 
and build from there? That will 
work, and it will help the indus¬ 
try, and we will see results." 

From a breeding standpoint, 
Steele sees a pending shift in 
the market. Breeders will need 
to consider racing their foals, 
planning matings accordingly. 
He would love to see a return 
to the days of race tracks form¬ 
ing a circuit of shorter meets. 

Long-term health of the 
industry is the goal, and with it 
will come a preservation of the 
way of fife. 

“Racing was always a cycle, 
a circuit. There were a lot of 
tracks that ran short meetings, 
and you followed them," Steele 


said. “You looked forward to 
it starting and ending; it had 
movement. It's a lot like fife on 
a farm—you can't wait for the 
first foal, you can't wait for the 
last foal, you can't wait for the 
hay to be ready, you can't wait 
for the seasons to change. You 
live for those things." 

Steele sees Maryland as the 
leader in the Mid-Atlantic, even 
as breeders, owners, stallions 
and farms turn to Pennsylvania 
and its slots-fueled breeders' 
program. The progress over the 
border meant new farms, new 
stallions, new interest-often at 
the expense of similar develop¬ 
ment in Maryland. 

To Pennsylvania's new, Steele 
counters with Maryland's old. 

“We have established farms 
with established horsemen 
[whom] people trust and who 
know what they're doing," 
Steele said. “Shamrock Farm 
today is not the one I came 
and saw back in the 1970s. It's 
changed and evolved, and so 
have all the farms in Maryland. 
We've had a chance to make 
mistakes, change, adapt and 
ride the ebb and flow. We have 
the better stallions, the bet¬ 


ter farms, the better horsemen. 
Will the industry be what it 
ought to be? I don't know; that 
depends on other things. But 
we're a big factory that knows 
how to make things. We're just 
waiting to go back to work." 

THE FAMILY STEELE 

Back in the 1970s, when Jim 
Steele was running salespeople 
out of Shamrock Farm, he 
showed particular ambivalence 
toward a Purina Feed repre¬ 
sentative. She wanted to sell 
to Shamrock, but Steele wasn't 
buying. Three times, she came 
to the farm. Three times, Steele 
sent her home. No sale. 

When they crossed paths 
again, at a Fasig-Tipton sale 
in Timonium, things changed. 
They worked for neighboring 
consignors and struck up a 
conversation between visits 
from would-be buyers. 

“You don't know who I am, 
do you?" the Purina rep finally 
said. “I've been trying to get 
on your farm to talk to you 
about using Purina feed, and 
you won't even listen to me.” 

Steele started listening, 
eventually, and that Purina 
Feed salesperson became his 
wife a short time later. He and 
Christie have five sons, the 
youngest a freshman at Frost- 
burg University, and have been 
together 28 years. 

His life at Shamrock blos¬ 
somed into their fife at Sham¬ 
rock, as the house Art Rooney 
built for his previous farm 
manager overflows with Steele 
family memories. A wall of 
photos shows the typical family 
portraits at Olan Mills, a pony- 
race jockey, a sloppy cupcake 
eater, a flight of young surf¬ 
ers, a University of Maryland 
football player, a horse and 
buggy (Jim at the reins) clop¬ 
ping up the driveway, a collage 
from the boys' trip to Europe 
(they visited everything from 
the Heineken brewery to the 
Leaning Tower of Pisa) and 
more. 

Outside, the farm once host¬ 
ed bonfires for the kids, staged 
impromptu go-cart races and 
included a riding ring for the 
ponies. Now, it's quieter. The 
boys have grown; the bonfires 
have given way to a single golf 
hole (with another on the way); 


the go-carts have been traded 
for cars, the ponies with trips 
to Atlantic City. 

Steele relishes that fam¬ 
ily fife and can't resist giving a 
little advice to parents. Boys 
will be boys, he says, but that 
doesn't mean you stay out of 
their fives. 

He took each of his sons, 
individually, on a trip to Eng¬ 
land. They drove, they talked, 
they ate, they chose bed and 
breakfasts (sometimes wisely, 
sometimes not) on the fly, 
they saw history. Mostly, they 
bonded. 

“It was great, and I would 
recommend that everyone do 
it," said Steele. “One on one, 
we got a chance to talk, to be 
together without the other boys, 
without me thinking about the 
farm and without them think¬ 
ing about school or something. 
It doesn't have to be England, 
it could be anywhere, but going 
away really was worthwhile. We 
all got something out of it.” 

Each Steele son has a photo 
album of “his” trip to England 
and, judging from father's quick 
recall, the books frequently get 
pulled off the shelf. 

There's more to Jim Steele 
than Shamrock Farm. The 
would-be veterinarian and ex- 
Kentuckian talks about mares, 
foals, stallions, cattle, hay and 
straw because it's his job. He 
discusses the Maryland equine 
industry and its place within 
the state's agriculture commu¬ 
nity because it's his passion. 

But he would rather talk 
about his kids, his wife, his 
relationship with the Rooney 
family and how fortunate he 
feels. Thirty-two years ago, he 
left home a young man with his 
belongings in a U-Haul. Now, 
he presides over a farm, a fam¬ 
ily, a fife. 

“It's been rewarding to raise 
five sons here; I chose the job, 
and I love it," he said. “Look 
what I've got. Look where I 
five. I love what I'm doing. 
I traded off a little of the 
money I might have made in 
another job for the fife I have. 
I'm not the greatest horseman, 
not the greatest cattleman, not 
the greatest hay man. . . I'm 
more of a man for all seasons 
I guess." 

And just the man Harry 
Harvey was looking for. W 
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Pimlico, Preakness 
look to ward off 
extinction. Again. 

Conceived over dinner and built in 1870 , the resilient 
Baltimore track has survived wars, fires, insolvency, ownership 
rifts. What’s another bankruptcy? by Joseph B. Kelly 


W ith the recent bank¬ 
ruptcy of Magna 
Entertainment Corp., 
parent of Pimlico Race Course, 
the future of the epic horse 
track is awash in uncertainty. 
IPs not the first time. Nervous 
whispers and doomsday rumors 
have stoked the Baltimore land¬ 
mark for 139 years, sometimes 
justifiably. 

But just as history cloaks 
Pimlico’s centerpiece, the 
Preakness Stakes, so it embraces 
Pimlico’s resiliency. Along with 
the glory, America’s second- 
oldest race track has had bit¬ 
ter doses of desolation, which 
at times threatened the very 
existence of the old grounds. 
It has survived wars, including 
the Spanish-American, fires, 
bankruptcies, management 
changes, closings, rehabs and 
the persistent natural erosion 
of time, while touching three 
centuries. 

This year marks the 100th 
anniversary of one such 
Pimlico rebirth, when the track’s 
best-known feature, the vener¬ 
able Preakness Stakes, returned 
home. The Preakness, one of 
racing’s treasured events, spent 
20 years in perilous limbo until 
Effendi took the 1909 running 
at “Old Hilltop.” 


That Pimlico, and the 
Preakness, ever came into 
existence is credited to the 
sportsmen who met at a din¬ 
ner party during the late sum¬ 
mer of 1868 in Saratoga, N.Y. 
Maryland Governor Oden 
Bowie, attending the dinner at 
the Union Hotel, was moved 
by a suggestion that the eve¬ 
ning be commemorated by the 
running of a race, “The Dinner 
Party Stakes,” two years hence. 
Governor Bowie suggested a 
monumental purse of $15,000 
and offered to host the race 
in Maryland. The gentlemen 
accepted. 

With that, the governor 
needed only one thing: a race 
track. 

Construction immediately 
began on 70 acres, and Pimlico, 
named for the area in which it 
was built, thus was birthed in 
Victorian splendor in the fall of 
1870 on the very spot on which 
it exists today. 

THE GOLDEN AGE 

The 1870s constituted a 
“Golden Age” for the Maryland 
Jockey Club, led by Governor 
Bowie, and racing history 
was manufactured at Pimlico 
immediately. 


On October 27, the third 
day of that first four-day meet¬ 
ing, the inaugural Dinner Party 
Stakes drew a field of seven, 
only two colts among them. 
One, a brown burly thing, was 
openly derided as a “cart horse” 
until he emerged with the lead 
and the victory. His name was 
Preakness, an Indian word 
(from northern New Jersey’s 
Minisi tribe) meaning “quail 
woods.” Preakness’s owner, 
Milton Sanford, had named 
the colt for his northern New 
Jersey farm. 

Three years later, the Mary¬ 
land Jockey Club adopted the 
name Preakness for its new 
stakes race for 3-year-olds. In 
time, Preakness would embody 
Pimlico’s unlikely rise to fame 
amid public skepticism. 

Racing in Baltimore con¬ 
tinued to add luster, compar¬ 
ing with the fashionable meet¬ 
ings in New York, Kentucky 
and Illinois. In 1877, Pimlico 
gained national attention with 
“The Great Sweep Stakes.” 
For the first and only time 
in history, the U.S. House of 
Representatives adjourned 
for a horse race-the Pimlico 
contest featuring Parole, Ten 
Broeck and Tom Ochiltree. 
Ten Broeck, the heavily favored 


western champion, lost in an 
upset to Parole. A reproduc¬ 
tion of the finish of “The 
Great Race” is immortalized as 
a Pimlico trademark, adorning 
the outside of the clubhouse. 

THE FRUIT SOURS 

Pimlico’s early acclaim would 
soon come crashing down. Just 
10 years after “The Great Sweep 
Stakes,” the track became mired 
in financial turmoil. 

As great contests were 
held during the 1880s-the 
victory of the immortal mare 
Miss Woodford over English 
Derby winner Iroquois in 
the 1883 Pimlico Stakes, and 
five consecutive Preakness 
victories for owner George 
LoriUard-Pimlico was facing 
increased competition from 
tracks in New York and New 
Jersey. 

The inevitable Pimlico 
demise occurred a few months 
after a dismal Preakness in 
1889, when only two horses 
started. One was the outclassed 
Japhet, supplied in desperation 
by Governor Bowie. Buddhist 
won in a virtual walkover. 

Reluctantly, the Maryland 
Jockey Club announced that 
racing would be canceled as of 
August 7,1889.

Pimlico’s storied clubhouse, 
built for the inaugural meeting 
and situated at the foot of the 
homestretch (from which, it 
is presumed, the term “club¬ 
house turn” originated), was 


maintained with the hope that 
circumstances would improve 
and the Maryland Jockey Club 
would sponsor racing again. 

It was a forlorn desire. An 
odd contributor to the track’s 


failure was the newly invented 
telegraph, which supplied rac¬ 
ing results from points to so- 
called “poolrooms” in Balti¬ 
more at the time. Racing fans 
could save admission prices 


and transportation costs by 
wagering in poolrooms, lured 
by free food and comfortable 
chairs. The poolrooms bore 
a striking resemblance to off¬ 
track sites of today.

TIME FOR A CHANGE 

Over the next 20 years, 
Pimlico was transformed in 
numerous ways. Harness rac¬ 
ing, introduced by Governor 
Frank Brown, was supported 
there for a number of years. 

The track's grandstand, 
destroyed by fire in 1894, was 
rebuilt, and Pimlico reopened 
in 1895 when an organization 
called the Pimlico Driving Club 
sponsored steeplechase and 
flat-racing meets. Appearing 
during this time was a young 
rider named Max Hirsch, the 
eventual Hall of Fame trainer 
who became famous for con¬ 
ditioning horses for the pow¬ 
erful King Ranch, headed by 
Triple Crown winner Assault. 
(As a trainer, Hirsch sent out 19 
Preakness starters; he also won 
with Bold Venture in 1936.) 

Pimlico was far removed 
from the racing scene in 
1898 when, at the outbreak 
of the Spanish-American War, 
it became the site of Camp 
Wilmer, a training ground for 
Cuba-bound troops. It seemed 


that horse racing might never 
return. Within two years, how¬ 
ever, the Army left, and Pimlico 
gradually returned to its origi¬ 
nal state. 

A FLAME REKINDLED 

From 1900 to 1903, the 
Maryland Steeplechase Asso¬ 
ciation (established 1898) held 
racing at Pimlico. MSA found¬ 
er William R. Riggs, a New 
Englander, helped reignite the 
Maryland Jockey Club and 


directed its fall race meeting 
in 1904. 

The leading trainer at that 
meet was a young James E. 
Fitzsimmons, to become 
renowned as “Sunny Jim,” who 
worked past the age of 90 and 
saddled the winners of four 
Preaknesses from 18 starters: 
Triple Crown heroes Gallant 
Fox and Omaha, Nashua and 
Bold Ruler. 

Riggs, who would remain 
the Maryland Jockey Club's 


THE LOST PREAKNESSES 

W hen Pimlico shut its doors in 1889, its most impor¬ 
tant race was without a home until the 1909 renewal. 
Or so it was thought. 

David F. Woods, Pimlico's turf publicist and a member of 
the Alfred G. Vanderbilt team that revitalized Pimlico during 
the 1930s and 1940s, happened upon a reference in an old rac¬ 
ing publication in the late 1940s of “Preaknesses” being run in 
New York, at Gravesend Race Track. 

Searching through copies of Goodwin’s Guides and Daily 
Racing Forms, Woods substantiated that the race was run at 
Gravesend from 1894 to 1908, and those 15 runnings were 
officially included in the Preakness history. 

It was believed that the Dwyer brothers, Phil and Mike, who 
boasted a stellar stable of runners and operated Gravesend, 
revived the Preakness at their track. The Dwyer family was 
successful in a couple of renewals, as Mike's son Charles had 
race winner Sly Fox in 1898, and Phil’s runner Half Time won 
the next year. 

A bit more digging also resulted in a running of the 
“Preakness” at Morris Park in New York in 1890. That race, 
the only one for runners 3 and up, was added to the Preakness's 
historic record in the 1960s. 
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In 1909, for the first time, a new 
weathervane atop the cupola of 
the old clubhouse was painted in 
the stable colors of the Preakness 
winner after W. T Ryan’s Effendi led 
gate to wire. The painting tradition 
endures today on an infield replica. 


secretary until his death in 1926, 
was determined to restore the 
Preakness to its rightful spot, 
and succeeded in 1909. 

Riggs's envisaged Pimlico 
resurrection was aided by an 
anti-gambling movement that 
began in New York and spread 
to Illinois, Louisiana and 
Arkansas, which caused the clo¬ 
sure of tracks in those states. 
Only Kentucky and Maryland 
were spared, and their tracks 
heralded the return of many 
owners, trainers and major 
stables. Pimlico was alive again, 
healthier than ever. 

Two of Pimlico's most 
treasured traditions began in 
1909. The first was initiated 
by an unidentified bugler, who 
climbed upon the bandstand on 
that Preakness Day and played 
the state song, “Maryland, My 
Maryland." The song is now 
played annually during the 
Preakness post parade. 

And, after lightiling struck 
the jockey and horse weather- 
vane atop the old clubhouse, a 
new weathervane was commis¬ 
sioned to replace it. In 1909 it 
was painted in the colors of 
the Preakness-winning owner. 
That ritual continues today, 
on the infield replica of the 
clubhouse cupola, once the 
Preakness becomes official. 

Enthusiasm growing palpa¬ 
bly at the Baltimore track, the 


1918 Preakness purse was raised 
to $15,000, equaling that of the 
Kentucky Derby. Twenty-six 
horses were entered that year, 
and the Preakness was split, for 
the first and only time in its his¬ 
tory, into two divisions. 

Two years later the Preakness 
usurped the Derby when 
Samuel D. Riddle bypassed 
Kentucky's signature race with 
his legendary champion Man 
o' War, whose 3-year-old debut 
became an easy Preakness vic¬ 
tory. 

EXCITING DECADES 

Pimlico flexed young mus¬ 
cle after Alfred G. Vanderbilt 
assumed control from long¬ 
time director and vice president 
Robert Walden, who resigned 
suddenly in December 1936. 

The 24-year-old Vanderbilt 
provided new vision. Among 
his most notable early achieve¬ 
ments was the creation of the 
Pimlico Special, which became 
the first regularly scheduled 
major stakes race “by invita¬ 
tion only." The first running 
went to Triple Crown winner 
War Admiral, and the second 
gave the Pimlico Special last¬ 
ing fame after Seabiscuit con¬ 
quered War Admiral in their 
storied match race of 1938. 

In 1939, Marylanders were 
thrilled by the exploits of 
their own state-bred super¬ 


star Challedon, who captured 
that year's Preakness Stakes en 
route to the Horse of the Year 
title (his first of two straight). 

The decade of the 1940s, 
one of the greatest in rac¬ 
ing history, included numer¬ 
ous stops at Pimlico. There 
were four Triple Crown mar¬ 
vels—Whirlaway, Count Fleet, 
Assault and Citation—and the 
Pimlico Special winners includ¬ 
ed Whirlaway and Citation, in 
walkovers, as well as Challedon, 


Twilight Tear, Shut Out, Armed 
and Assault. 

Vanderbilt retained his 
majority ownership in the track 
until selling a substantial share 
in 1949. 

BACK TO THE 
PRECIPICE 

The bracing sense of 
immortality surrounding Pim¬ 
lico proved illusory. By the 
late 1940s, management made 
attempts to close the Baltimore 
track and race exclusively at 
Laurel Park. 

The Maryland Jockey Club 
had purchased control of 
Laurel in 1947 and sought to 
transfer Pimlico's racing days 
to the Washington, D.C.-area 
track. Strong opposition from 
Baltimore interests helped 
defeat the plan. The Maryland 
Jockey Club gave up on pur¬ 
suing the move and eventu¬ 
ally sold Laurel to Baltimore 
industrialist Morris Schapiro in 
1950. 


BACK IN BALTIMORE 

T en 3-year-olds lined up for die 1909 running of the 
Preakness Stakes on Wednesday May 12, with favorit¬ 
ism faking to the swift-footed Fashion Plate, a multiple 
stakes winner at 2 and 3 for Harry K. Knapp's Oneck Stable. 

Run at one mile, the Preakness was essentially over at the 
start. Longshot Effendi, trained by F.C. Frisbie and ridden by 
Willie Doyle, went immediately to the front, “showed the most 
speed at all stages and set a kilhng pace from start to finish and, 
after sharp contention from Fashion Plate at the eighth post, 
drew away again," according to the Daily Racing Form chart. 

Fashion Plate finished a length back in second and two 
lengths ahead of another longshot, Hill Top. The final time for 
the race was 1 :39Vs. Only twice in Preakness history was the 
race run at a mile (the other, 1910). In 1925, Coventry won the 
first Preakness run at its traditional mile and three-sixteenths 
distance. 

The colors of the silks of Effendi's owner, WT. Ryan, were 
the first for a Preakness winner to be painted on the weather¬ 
vane above the Pimlico clubhouse. Doyle, who went on to 
become a well-respected national racing official, died at age 67 
in 1950, 41 years after his most famous victory. He requested 
that his ashes be spread across the finish tine at Pimlico. 
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Alfred G. Vanderbilt (left), then in his mid-20s, created the Pimlico Special, the first regularly scheduled major 
stakes “by invitation only.

When the Cohen brothers— 
Baltimore builders Ben and 
Herman—purchased Pimlico in 
1952, it was generally assumed 
that the new owners would 
keep racing in Baltimore. Not 
so. By the mid-1950s, the 
Cohens resurrected the idea of 
joining forces with Laurel and 
closing Pimlico. 

A bill to shutter Pimlico was 
defeated in the legislature in 
1957. But the battle didn’t end 
there, and the same initiative 
resurfaced in 1958. 

There was a showdown in 
the State Senate, and Pimlico’s 
future teetered precarious¬ 


ly. The bill to close the track 
lost by one vote, 15-14, as 
strong opposition by several 
Baltimore groups helped keep 
its doors open. 

The Cohens finally dropped 
their Laurel plans and instead 
turned to improving Pimlico. 
During the Cohen era, Pimlico 
enjoyed 28 years of success, 
particularly with the Preakness, 
which became famous for its 
huge crowds, in particular its 
infield extravaganza. 

MORE GYRATIONS 

As 1986 drew to a close, 
the Cohens sold Pimlico for 


about $30 million to Frank De 
Francis and brothers Robert 
and John (Tommy) Manfuso Jr. 

Upon De Francis’s death in 
1989, his son, Joe De Francis, 
took over as president of the 
Maryland Jockey Club, and 
within five years bought out 
the Manfusos’ ownership inter¬ 
est. 

Old Hilltop’s run can be 
defined as a rollercoaster ride 
for all of its 139 years. Magna, 
which purchased a majority of 
Pimlico in 2002 and took com¬ 
plete control in 2007, is only 
the latest in the storied track’s 
continued battle to survive. ^

Hungry for more, 
Good Night Shirt 
feasts on the 
Carolina Cup 


Y our old Jim Croce album... 
The seasons... A parrot... 
Little kids who think 
they’re funny. . . Students in a 
foreign language class. . . Good 
Night Shirt. . . 

With apologies to the $25,000 
Pyramid game show, the two- 
time steeplechase champion 
would make a good clue. The 
category? Things that repeat. 

Good Night Shirt’s first race 
of 2009 seemed a great deal 
like the six that preceded it. 
The 8-year-old started his quest 
for a third consecutive Eclipse 
Award in the $75,000 Carolina 
Cup-NSA2 in Camden, S.C., on 
March 28 and blew away any 
rust, doubts and questions. He 
ran his winning streak to seven 
and scored for the ninth time in 
10 starts since May 2007. 

Due to the cancellation of 
the Royal Chase at Keeneland 
and a date change at Atlanta, 
the National Steeplechase 
Association’s spring calendar 
includes just one Grade 1 
stakes-sending Good Night 
Shirt to his first try outside the 
top level since 2006. The lone 
Grade 1, Nashville’s Iroquois 
Steeplechase on May 9, looms 
as the main goal, but trainer 
Jack Fisher wanted a tuneup 
and got the perfect one. 

Good Night Shirt sat sec¬ 
ond in the field of five, went 
after pacesetter Preemptive 
Strike just before the last fence, 
and drew off in midstretch to 
score by two and a quarter 
lengths under regular jockey 
Willie Dowling. Preemptive 


Strike stayed for second, com¬ 
pleting a Maryland-bred exacta, 
with New Zealand import Isti 
Bee third. Owned by Sonny 
Via, the winner covered the 
two and a quarter miles over a 
soft turf course in 4:36.20. 

The most anxious moment 
came after the finish line, as 
the stewards posted an inqui¬ 
ry into the stretch run. Good 
Night Shirt lugged in slightly 
after passing Preemptive Strike 
but did not impede the runner- 
up—evidenced by the lack of a 
foul claim by jockey Jody Petty. 
No matter, the move warranted 
a look, and the review did noth¬ 
ing to diminish another domi¬ 
nant effort from the chestnut 
powerhouse. 

“Other horses are sports 
cars-they might be quicker, 
but it looks like he’s got a big 
diesel engine pushing him,” 
said trainer Jack Fisher. “He 
just keeps running.” 

Good Night Shirt set¬ 
tled easily in second behind 
Preemptive Strike, who had 
pushed the champion to a 
neck decision in the Colonial 
Cup over the same course (at 
two and three-quarters miles) 
in November, and found a con¬ 
trolled rhythm. Fluid over the 
jumps and comfortable in his 
gallop, Good Night Shirt never 
trailed by more than six lengths 
and launched his winning bid 
on the final turn. A length 
down with a quarter-mile to 
go, he ranged alongside at the 
last and, after a brief battle, 
surged away late. 


“Preemptive Strike nearly 
pulled it off last year, but this 
time I was wiser to it and sat 
closer because it was a shorter 
distance,” said Dowling. “My 
horse was better. He did every¬ 
thing tight. He’s happy to be 
second [early] like he was today, 
but he runs his race no matter 
what, and that’s what makes 
him good. If Preemptive 
Strike’s not there, I’d be happy 
to be in front.” 

No horse has won three 
straight steeplechase Eclipse 
Awards since Flatterer collect¬ 
ed four from 1983 though ’86; 
barring an upstart challenger 
or a huge form reversal, Good 
Night Shirt looks ready to do 
so. Bred by Tom and Chris 
Bowman, the son of Concern 
earned $45,000 with the win, 
which pushed his career earn¬ 
ings to $1,014,083. He moved 
into second on the NS A career 
earnings list (jumps only) with 
$979,493. McDynamo leads 
with $1,310,104. 

CUP NOTES 

Annually one of the NS A 
circuit’s leaders in attendance, 
the Carolina Cup attracted its 
usual large crowd but lost a 
little flair due to nasty weather 
that soaked picnics, ruined sun¬ 
dresses and nearly blew away 
a few tents. Race day dawned 
to thunder and lightning, 
moved on to steady rain and 
tornado warnings late in the 
day. Racing went off without 
a problem, however, thanks 
in part to active weather radar 
information from police offi¬ 
cers on site for security. 

Beyond Good Night Shirt, 
the performance of the 
day belonged to Whitewood 
Stable’s Bee Charmer (Ire). 
The 7-year-old ran away with 
a $30,000 starter allowance 
hurdle in his first start of 
what could be a strong novice 
season. Trained in Virginia by 
Richard Valentine, Bee Charmer 
won three times on the flat for 
trainer Michael Matz before 
making the conversion last 
year. He broke his maiden over 
hurdles at Colonial Downs in 
July and finished third in a 


Saratoga novice stakes before 
missing the second half of the 
season. 

Virginia-bred filly Diva 
Maria graduated from the maid¬ 
en ranks for new owner Arcadia 
Stable and the Fisher barn, tak¬ 
ing over about midway through 
the two and an eighth-mile race 
and winning by four and a 
half lengths. The 4-year-old 
daughter of Maria’s Mon out 
of graded stakes winner Dust 
Bucket made two hurdle starts 
for breeder Grace Ritzenberg 
in 2008 after nearly being ruled 
off for gate troubles on the flat, 
and joined the Arcadia team in 
time for 2009. 

A MIXED UP 
DECISION 

Trying to find their place 
in the stakes division behind 
Good Night Shirt, veteran hur¬ 
dlers Mixed Up and Paradise’s 
Boss squared off in the $45,000 
Imperial Cup at Aiken, S.C., 
on March 21—and fought for 
every inch of the two-mile hur¬ 
dle stakes. 

This one deserved heavy¬ 
weight tide fight introductions. 

In this corner, boasting 
more than $450,000 in earnings 
and two Grade 1 victories over 
jumps, this 10-year-old Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred was fast enough to 
win six times on the flat and 
good enough to defeat Good 
Night Shirt in a Grade 1 in 2007. 
He’s trained by Jonathan Shep¬ 
pard for Bill Pape and gets the 
service of former champion 
jockey Danielle Hodsdon... the 
Pennsylvania popper, sporting 
blue and white silks, Mixed Up. 

And in the other corner, 
a former novice champion 
and multiple stakes winner 
with nine career wins and 
$325,000 in jump earnings for 
owner Ann Stern and trainer 
Jack Fisher, a threat at any dis¬ 
tance, on any surface, in any 
race, off any layoff. . . wearing 
neon green and pink and carry¬ 
ing two-time champion jockey 
Xavier Aizpuru, the Maryland 
mauler Paradise’s Boss. 

Both horses brought ques¬ 
tion marks-extended layoffs 
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for injuries chief among them - 
but battled like Ah and Frazier 
in their prime. 

Idle since May, Mixed Up 
broke sharply and setded just 
behind early leaders Hip Hop 
and Spy in the Sky Shelved 
since May 2007, Paradise’s 
Boss dropped back to last in 
the compact field of six early 
but worked into the race on the 
final run down the backstretch. 
Aizpuru aimed the 9-year-old 
outside to make up ground and 
got in front of Mixed Up before 
the second-last. Hodsdon 
stayed inside on Mixed Up and 
got a huge break when Hip 
Hop floated off the rail on the 
final turn. 

Using the shorter route, 
Mixed Up reached the stretch 
first, but Paradise’s Boss had 
all the momentum and looked 
poised to roar past at the 
last fence. He bobbled slightly, 
and Mixed Up fought back as 
they hit the wire in stride. 

Only the photo-finish cam¬ 
era could determine the official 
winner—Mixed Up by a nose in 
3:44.40 for the two miles. Rare 
Bush finished a non-threaten¬ 
ing third. 

“It sure is good to see him 
run like that,” Sheppard said 
of Mixed Up. “He didn’t win a 
race last year, and it had been a 
long time since he showed him¬ 
self. We were looking forward 
to running him at Saratoga 
last summer, but he ended up 
having some soundness issues. 
So it all got to be very frustrat¬ 
ing.” 

A son of Carnivalay, Mixed 
Up has won seven stakes over 
jumps, topped by the 2006 
New York Turf Writers Cup- 
NSA1 at Saratoga, defeating 
Good Night Shirt in the 2007 
Royal Chase-NSAl and taking 
the A.P Smithwick-NSA2 at 
Saratoga in 2007. 

That success came after a 
flat career which included a 
Pennsylvania-bred stakes tally 
for Pape and Sheppard, also 
the horse’s breeders. In 2008, 
Mixed Up started just twice 
over jumps (a third and a fourth) 
before soundness issues ended

his season while prepping for a 
stakes at Saratoga. 

Sheppard thought about 
taking on Good Night Shirt 
again in the Carolina Cup but 
opted for Aiken-restricted 
to horses who had not won 
$27,000 twice in 2008 and ’09. 

“We were a bit concerned 
because he’s not as speedy as 
he once was, and he doesn’t 
have that burst of speed that he 
used to, so we wanted to keep 
him a bit closer to the pace,” 


said Sheppard. “He ran against 
a real good horse in Paradise’s 
Boss, and it proved to be quite 
a race. They came to the last 
together, and both fought very 
hard and, in the end, class 
shows.”

Veteran trainer Janet Elliot 
won a pair of hurdle races 
on the day. In the third race, 
she won a maiden claimer with 


Silent Vow, a Broken Vow 
6-year-old in for a $15,000 tag, 
bred in Maryland by Summer 
Wind Farm and owned by 
Laura Shull.

NO COLD FEET: 
BULLSBAY 
TAKES TO 
LAUREL PARK

Y ou don’t see many Califor¬ 
nians, by way of Kentucky 
and Florida, at Laurel Park 
in the winter. 

Bullsbay won his third 
race since transferring from 
California to the East Coast, 
taking the $50,000 Harrison E. 
Johnson Memorial on March 
28. Trainer Graham Motion 
welcomed Bullsbay, owned by 
Mitchell Ranch, Frank Lewko- 
witz and Joe Rice, to his barn 
last fall, and the 5-year-old has 
done very little wrong since. 

By Tiznow out of the Lord 
Carson mare The Hess Express, 
Bullsbay won two tough allow¬ 
ance races at Churchill Downs 
last fall, then finished second 
in the Hal’s Hope Stakes-G3 
at Gulfstream Park on January 
3. Sent off at 6-1 in the Donn 
Handicap four weeks later, 
Bullsbay flopped in his first 
Grade 1 try. 

Renewed and recovered, he 
finished second to Richard’s Kid 
as the favorite in the $50,000 
John B. Campbell Handicap 
at Laurel on February 14. The 
rematch came in the Johnson. 

Richard’s Kid was last early 
and never got fully untracked 
in the slop, winding up fifth as 
Bullsbay rallied from fifth to 
nail Senior by three-quarters 
of a length; former European- 
based Virginia-bred Admiral’s 
Cruise finished third. Ridden by 
Jeremy Rose, Bullsbay managed 
the nine furlongs in 1:50.33. 

“Jeremy and I thought if he 
was ridden differently, he’d be 
very tough in there,” Motion 
said. “In two of his last three 
starts, he kind of moved a little 
early. The Donn is still a mys¬ 
tery to me. I thought he’d be

competitive in that race, espe¬ 
cially coming off a second in 
the Hal’s Hope. Now, I’d like to 
see how he does against some 
graded company.” 

Motion mentioned the Ben 
Ah Stakes at Keeneland and the 
Texas Mile at Lone Star Park, 
both Grade 3s run in April, as 
possibilities. 

Lee Christian’s St John’s 
Gospel, in his first start at 
a distance of at least a mile, 
upset the $50,000 Private 
Terms Stakes on March 21. 
Trained at Philadelphia Park by 
Andrea Gonzalez, the 3-year- 
old gelding fought on the lead 
all the way and prevailed by a 
head over 1-2 favorite Not for 
Silver. Hehasnosay was another 
three and a half lengths back 
in third. 


Ridden by Hector Ramos, 
St John’s Gospel (Activist—St 
Johns Prospect, by Press Card) 
covered a mile in 1:37.62 for 
his third career victory in seven 
starts. Bred in Pennsylvania by 
Judith Barrett, St John’s Gospel 
paid $35.40 to win as the lon¬ 
gest price in the six-horse 
field and hiked his earnings to 
$147,035. 

He’d won the Pennsylvania 
Nursery last fall but turned in 
die worst effort of his career, 
a fourth in the Miracle Wood, 
in his start before the Private 
Terms. 

Trainer Kiaran McLaughlin 
continued his torrid 2009 when 
he shipped maiden Saarlight 
to Laurel for the $50,000 Wide 
Country Stakes on March 7. 
Owned by Cam Allard, Saar¬ 


light handled seven foes to no 
great pari-mutuel surprise - 
she paid $5.60 to win. The 
Kentucky-bred won by a length 
over Strut the Canary, followed 
by Haley’s Lolipop. Saarlight 
finished the seven furlongs 
in a quick 1:22.78 for jockey 
Raymundo Fuentes. 

Second in her debut in a 
February 4 maiden special 
weight at Aqueduct, Saarlight is 
the first stakes winner for her 
sire, Saarland, who tragically 
died in a paddock accident four 
days after the filly’s stakes win. 
She is a half-sister to stakes- 
winner Currency Quest, dam 
of multiple Grade 1 winner 
Elloluv. 

Spring means turf racing, 
and Laurel unwrapped its green 
carpet early with horses hitting 
the grass in late March. 

Our Big Wally relished the 
surface switch. With one race 
behind him, a 16-length drub¬ 
bing on the dirt last May, Our 
Big Wally flew well under any¬ 
body’s radar in a five and a half¬ 
furlong maiden special weight 
on March 27. Like, 58-1 under 
the radar. 

A 4-year-old trained and 
bred by Joanne Hughes and 
owned by Hughes, Kirkpatrick 
and Bryer, Our Big Wally 
rolled from fifth to score by 
three-quarters of a length over 
Great Magic, who outfinished 
A Change of Heart for the 
place. A Maryland-bred son of 
Majesty’s Time out of Reason 
to Peep (by Turn to Reason), 
Our Big Wally scored in 1:04.60 
and paid $119.60, $21.80 and 
$113.60, the show place inflated 
by heavily favored McGauley’s 
off-the-board finish. 

In the mid-1990s, Hughes 
struck gold with another gray, 
Mary’s Buckaroo. The gelded 
son of Roo Art and Mary Bo 
Peep, Reason to Peep’s dam, 
rose from obscurity to win six 
stakes, 17 of 65 starts overall, 
and $724,395. 

It’s been five years since 
Smarty Jones took trainer John 
Servis (and the racing world) 
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on the magical mystery ride of 
the Triple Crown. 

Owned by Patricia Chap¬ 
man and her late husband, Roy, 
Smarty Jones moved to Three 
Chimneys Farm in Kentucky 
for his stud career, and Servis 
continued to train horses out 
of his Philadelphia Park base. 

Five years. “It seems like 
a long time ago,” Servis said. 
“Well, it was a long time ago.” 

The memories stirred when 
Main Line Racing Stable’s 
Keep Me in Mind won his 
turf debut at Laurel on March 
26. A son of Smarty Jones, the 
3-year-old colt handled eight 
rivals, besting favorite Stone- 
street Star by three-quarters of 
a length and finishing a mile 
and a sixteenth in 1:45.60. 

“I’ve got two of Smarty’s 
babies, one for Mrs. Chapman, 
and this horse,” Servis said. 


“They’re both okay. I thought 
this horse might like the turf.” 

Out of the Sadler’s Wells 
mare Bells Are Ringing, Keep 
Me in Mind made five starts 
at Philadelphia Park, all on the 
dirt. He managed two seconds 
for $40,000 claiming tags but 
couldn’t break through until he 
and Kendrick Carmouche trav¬ 
eled the Laurel grass. 

Hubert Cave continued to 
reap the rewards of a claim for 
Sumacha’hot on September 
4. Haltered for $5,000, the 
Maryland-bred won his second 
race for Cave, taking a $30,000 
allowance sprint on March 28. 
The 4-year-old son of Mojave 
Moon and the Broad Brush 
mare Monochrome rallied 
from sixth of seven to score by 
six and a quarter lengths over 
Kijabe. 

Trained and owned by Cave 
and ridden by Grant Whitacre, 


Sumacha’hot covered seven 
sloppy furlongs in 1:24.53. 

Maria Pascual put together a 
strong Laurel winter meet, win¬ 
ning 15 races and cracking the 
top five in the trainer standings. 
My Preferred did her share, 
winning an optional claimer on 
March 27. 

Owned by Florence Pati- 
tucci, My Preferred led through¬ 
out to score by four lengths 
over favorite Sadie My Lady. A 
6-year-old daughter of Dawn 
Quixote, My Preferred won for 
the 11 th time in 47 starts. 

After a brief freshening, My 
Preferred returned this year 
to try to crack through the 
second-level optional claimer 
condition at Laurel. She got the 
job done in her fourth attempt, 
finishing the six furlongs in 
1:10.25 under Geovany Garcia. 

Pascual and Patitucci swept 
the early daily double on March 


20, winning the first with Call 
Me Sonny and the second with 
Arthurs Appeal. The Pascual- 
trained Big Blue Martini also 
won a starter allowance by 
double digits on March 18 over 
stablemate Victory Lake. 

Holly Robinson, Silhouette 
Stable and Luis Garcia won 
back-to-back races on March 
27 with Not a Dickiebird and 
Elfriede. 

Based at Laurel, Robinson 
won her second straight with 
Not a Dickiebird, a Kentucky- 
bred daughter of Alphabet 
Soup. In a claiming race for 
older females, the 4-year-old 
stalked the wild pace of Patch 
of Fire, who opened up eight 
lengths in the mile race, before 
scoring by a length and three 
quarters over Autumn Wine in 
1:41.31. Patch of Fire tired and 
finished third. 
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Purchased for $22,000 as a 
yearling at Keeneland, Not a 
Dickiebird improved to 2-for-6. 
She’s never finished worse than 
third. 

Elfriede won her fourth 
career race, sweeping to a five 
and a quarter-length decision in 
a one-mile claimer. Purchased 
for $35,000 at the same Keene¬ 
land yearling sale as Not a 
Dickiebird, the Kentucky- 
bred daughter of Awesome 
Again owns four wins since 
September, all at Laurel. 

Perennial training power 
Dale Capuano had a relatively 
quiet meet at Laurel but did 
light one firecracker when Why 
Mary scored in her debut on 
March 26. The daughter of 
Whywhywhy widened her lead 
at every call and eventually won 
by seven and a half lengths for 
owner John Ballenger and jock¬ 
ey Erick Rodriguez. Runner- 
up Whatababe, the favorite, 


chased the winner all the way, 
and first-time starter Critical 
Edge rallied for third in the 
eight-horse field. 

A $22,000 purchase at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 2-year- 
old sale at Timonium last May, 
Why Mary (in for a $25,000 
tag) finished the five and a 
half furlongs over a track rated 
good in 1:05.59. 

Like mother, like daughter. 

Bette to Win earned her 
second victory in three 2009 
starts when she wired five 
rivals in allowance company 
on March 20. Trained by Mike 
Trombetta and owned by her 
breeder, Robert Goldsmith, 
Bette to Win only knows one 
way to do it: on the engine. Her 
dam. Icy Demeanor, did it the 
same way, winning three races 
in her career. 

Four-for-11 in her career, 
Bette to Win has led at every 
call in her victories. In her lat¬ 


est, die daughter of Disco Rico 
widened her advantage from 
four to six to 10 lengdis at the 
finish, getting six furlongs in 
1:10.90. Julian Pimentel rode 
the winner. 

Bette to Win is the second 
foal from Icy Demeanor, an 
Allen’s Prospect mare whose 
first foal is the speedy Your 
Flame in Me, a winner of three 
stakes (and second in another) 
in six starts. 

Owner/ trainer Katherine 
Sancuk pulled off a sneak 
attack in a March 18 seven- 
furlong claimer when Decent 
Exposure, 8-1 with jockey J.D. 
Acosta, cleared six rivals, all 6 
or 7-year-olds, for his fourth 
career victory. A 6-year-old 
son of Forest Wildcat, Decent 
Exposure reversed two double¬ 
digit losses in his most recent 
starts, both at Laurel. 

Decent Exposure has fur¬ 
nished Sancuk’s two training 


victories this year (he earlier 
won at Charles Town). The 
trainer won five races in 2008. 

One first-time starter pres¬ 
ent in a field of seven maiden 
claimers on March 18, Fogie 
showed that newer is better 
when he streaked to an eight 
and a quarter-length win over 
Calaway. Bred in Maryland by 
owner PTK LLC, the $8.20 
winner finished six furlongs in 
1:12.78 for trainer Dane Kobis- 
kie and jockey Grant Whitacre. 

A son of Yarrow Brae, 
Fogie sported 12 breezes, all 
at his Bowie base, including a 
bullet move five days before his 
winning debut. 

Kobiskie and PTK also 
picked up a lucrative win when 
Mysterious Bandit scored in 
an allowance on March 12. The 
7-year-old mare won by a head 
over favorite Sadie My Lady. 

A regular rider on the Mary¬ 
land circuit, Kobiskie, who 
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hung up his tack in February 
2008, was aboard for the win. 
“Jenna Joubert is my stable 
rider, but she’s injured, and my 
second choice, Julian Pimentel, 
is on days [suspended], so I 
said, ‘You know what, I rode 
this horse, and Ill ride her 
myself.’ ” 

It wasn’t the first time 
Kobiskie called an audible 
and substituted himself. Last 
summer at Colonial Downs, 
Kobiskie rode his trainee Citi 
Charisse to victory in the Sissy 
Woolums Memorial Stakes. 

The 30-year-old now has 
290 wins as a rider; Mysterious 
Bandit gave him 39th win as a 
trainer. 

Continuing the first-time 
starter trend, Bright Gem won 
her debut on March 18. Owned 
and bred by the Wirth Brothers, 
Bright Gem ran down More 
Than Magic to score by a length 
and a quarter for trainer Dove 
Houghton and jockey Luis 
Garcia. A chestnut daughter of 
Diamond and a half-sister to 
stakes winner Spirited Game, 
Bright Gem finished five and a 
half furlongs in 1:04.83. 

Breeder/owner/trainer Kath¬ 
leen Dibben took her time 
unveiling 4-year-old Hasufel, 
but it was worth the wait. The 
Maryland-bred son of Way 
West (Fr) streaked to the lead 
of a five and a half-furlong 
maiden race for $25,000 claim- 
ers on March 13 and then drew 
off to win by three and three- 
quarters lengths while defeat¬ 
ing six others. Mario Pino guid¬ 
ed the gray gelding to the 
$37.20 victory, accomplished in 
1:04.62. 

Hasufel is the second foal 
out of Dibben’s homebred 
mare Annie McGee (by Aaron’s 
Concorde), who rewarded 
the trainer with a Waterford 
crystal bowl when winning 
the Maryland Million Distaff 
Starter Handicap in 2000. 

Perhaps Vince (Jimbo) Brac- 
ciale Jr. learned patience from 
his successful riding career. The 
jockey-turned-trainer unveiled 
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Whiskey Lis key for his debut 
on March 6. The 5-year-old 
homebred finished second but 
was moved up to first after 
the disqualification of Morning 
Theft. Seven-pound appren¬ 
tice J.G. Ramirez guided the 
Maryland-bred son of Eastern 
Echo. 

Owner/ trainer Edwin Merry- 
man picked up a win with Two 
Doo on March 21. Bred in 
Maryland by Merryman and his 
wife, Sass, Two Doo stalked 


and pounced to win by a length 
while in for $30,000 in the one- 
mile claimer. Apprentice Matt 
Straight guided the Two Punch 
5-year-old, who won for the 
third time in his 20-race career. 

Two Doo is out of Donna 
Doolittle, a winning daughter 
of Summer Squall who is a half- 
sister to stakes winners Hey 
Chub and Saltwater Runner. 

Donald Barr and James 
Lewis teamed up to win a 
five and a half-furlong maiden 


claimer with first-time starter 
With Purpose on March 27. 
The Maryland-bred daughter 
of Rock Slide out of the Two 
Punch mare Duck the Punch 
broke slowly before circling 
horses to win by a length under 
Jonathan Joyce. She paid $21.80 
for the win. 

Bred by Glennie Martin, 
With Purpose cost $7,000 at 
the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall Yearling Sale at 
Timonium in 2007. 


James Hardesty’s 3-year-old 
homebred Little James won 
his debut in a five and a half¬ 
furlong maiden claimer at the 
$25,000 level on a very wet 
March 28 afternoon. Trained 
by Kelly Deiter, Lithe James 
closed from last in the four- 
horse field to win by a length. 

A Maryland-bred son of 
Kokand guided by Eugene 
Olmo Jr., Lithe James had nine 
published breezes at the Bowie 
Training Center. ^ 


RHYAD KEEPS 
IT SHORT AND 
SWEET AT 
PHILADELPHIA 
PARK

U I think hes the best 3-year- 
I old on the grounds right 
I now/ trainer Phil Aristone 
said of Joseph AsbelTs Rhyad, 
whom he saddled to an impres¬ 
sive three-length victory in a 
$41,000 allowance sprint on 
March 8. 

It was Rhyad’s second win 
from four starts, all at Phila¬ 
delphia Park, and he made it 
look easy. He completed the 
six furlongs in a swift 1:09.10 
despite not having raced since 
the end of December, when he 
suffered a head loss to stakes 
winner St John’s Gospel. 

The 0.50-1 favorite in 
his 3-year-old debut, Rhyad 
jumped to the lead under Ken¬ 
drick Carmouche, maintained a 
length advantage over second 
choice Happy Bull through a 
half-mile in :44.68, quickened 
at the head of the lane and 
zipped under the wire much 
the best. Happy Bull was seven 
lengths in front of third-place 
finisher Adduce despite duck¬ 
ing in and out from the whip 
in midstretch. Bonheur was 
fourth and last. 


Rhyad was purchased by 
Asbell, a retired lawyer from 
Camden, N.J., for $25,000 at 
last year’s Fasig-Tipton Mid¬ 
lantic sale of 2-year-olds in 
training at Timonium. Former 
trainer Sal Campo selected the 
bay son of Essence of Dubai, 
impressed with his pedigree 
and swift workout times. 

‘When he first arrived at 
my barn, I was immediately 
impressed with him,” said 
Aristone. “He was gorgeous — 
very athletic and big. I was 
surprised, frankly, that they got 
him so cheap. He had a little 
bump on his shin that maybe 
scared some people off, but he 
was x-rayed, and it’s nothing, 
just cosmetic.” 

Once Aristone put Rhyad 
into serious training, the talent 
became evident. 

“I took my time with him,” 
said the trainer. “I could have 
started him in mid-summer, 
but I waited until November 
2 for his first start. In that race 
[a maiden special weight at six 
furlongs], he got in trouble and 
was stuck down on the fence 
during the early going but ran 
well to just miss.” 

Rhyad’s second-place finish 
that day caused bettors to make 
him the favorite in his next 
start, December 6. He had no 
trouble with five rivals, scam¬ 
pering home by six lengths 
under Maria Charles in 1:10.64, 
a six-furlong effort that caught 
the eye of Kentucky-based 
Team Valor LLC. 


“Team Valor made us an 
offer to buy him after he won, 
but he didn’t scope clean, so 
the deal was off,” said Aristone. 
'With his airway, sprinting is 
really his game, and I believe 
Team Valor may have been 
thinking about the longer 
3-year-old races for him.” 

The sale nixed, Aristone 
found an allowance spot for 
Rhyad at six and a half furlongs 
on December 30, and although 
he opened a three and a half- 
length lead in midstretch, the 
extra half-furlong proved his 
Waterloo; the fast-closing St 
John’s Gospel nailed him at 
die wire. 

Bred in Florida by Michael 
and Judy Crowe, Rhyad was 
auctioned as a yearling for 
$80,000 at the OBS August sale. 
His dam, Radyla (by Country 
Pine), won five races and 
$107,155 and is a half-sister to 
stakes winner Attack the Books. 
Rhyad, an earner of $67,000 to 
date, is her second foal. 

The B.P. Reid Stable’s 
Puddy de Luca dusted six 
rivals in a starter allowance on 
March 16, winning by seven 
and a half lengths under jockey 
Joe Hampshire Jr. She covered 
die six and a half furlongs in 
1:17.96 over a fast track. 

The victory, Puddy de Luca’s 
second in two starts, upped her 
earnings to $41,160. 

The chestnut 3-year-old 
daughter of Hold That Tiger 
made her debut on February 
16 for owner Pewter Stable and 


Michael Cascio in a six-furlong, 
$25,000 maiden claiming race. 
She led all the way, winning by 
five and a quarter lengths, and 
was claimed by trainer Robert 
E. (Butch) Reid Jr. of B.P. Reid 
Stable. 

Puddy de Luca was bred 
by Greg and Kathleen (Kate) 
DeMasi’s Pewter Stable, which 
offers racing partnerships and 
private training services for 
horses bought at auction. Kate 
is a trainer based at Philadelphia 
Park; Greg serves as syndicate 
manager for the stallion Con- 
gressionalhonor, a half-brother 
to 2005 Horse of the Year 
Saint Liam who stands at the 
new Northview PA stallion sta¬ 
tion in Peach Bottom. 

Greg DeMasi said they 
bought Puddy de Luca’s dam, 
the Polish Numbers mare 
Vaulted Numbers, as a 2-year- 
old in training and won two 
races with her. Puddy de Luca is 
her first foal; Vaulted Numbers 
has a Congressionalhonor year¬ 
ling and is in foal to him. 

DeMasi said Puddy de Luca, 
named after a friend’s cat, was 
very precocious. 

“She was very athletic — a 
nice, big filly who was very cor¬ 
rect and flashy,” he said. “She 
had a really nice overall look.” 

Among other recent Pewter- 
bred runners are the durable 
half-sisters Tuff Partners and 
Smokin’ Nails. Tuff Partners 
(by Partner’s Hero) won last 
year’s Caught in the Rain Stakes 
at 7 and has earned $220,306; 
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Smokin' Nails (by Smoke 
Glacken), won eight races 
through age 6 and $172,322. 

A rare double dead heat 
occurred in the second race 
on March 17, in which the first 
and third-place finishers were 
inseparable at the wire, with 
only a neck separating the four 
in the blanket finish. 

In the six and a half-fur- 
long race for $7,500 claimers, 
Nomoresurprises, ridden by 
apprentice Alex Cintron, dead- 
heated for the win with Lover 
Nekia and jockey Eriluis Vaz. 
Tied for show were Blackfeet, 
ridden by Kendrick Carmouche, 
and You Don't Listen, with 
Jose Flores. 

It was the second double 
dead heat this decade at Phila¬ 
delphia Park. The rarity also 
occurred in the 10th race on 
June 29, 2002. 

The Bensalem course pro¬ 
duced a triple dead heat for 
third on May 6, 1979. 

Philadelphia Park race-caller 
Keith Jones suffered a broken 
jaw, lost four teeth and required 
55 stitches after he was hit by 
a puck at a minor-league ice 
hockey game at the Spectrum 
in Philadelphia on March 11, 
where he is also the public 
address announcer. Jones was 
hit during the third period. 


During Jones's recovery, Pat 
Cummings andLarryLederman 
shared back-up announcing 
duties at Philadelphia Park. 

Jockey Jeremy Rose rode 
three winners in a row on 
March 29, including two of the 
card's richest races-a $26,250 
starter allowance and a $41,450 
allowance. 

Rose kicked off his three- 
bagger with a gritty victory in 
the sixth, a race for fillies and 
mares in for $10,000. He sent 
the Graham Motion-trained 
Glasgow Road to challenge 
for the lead of the mile and 
70-yard test, and the chest¬ 
nut daughter of Wagon Limit 
maintained a narrow advantage 
over a sloppy, sealed surface. 

Glasgow Road yielded to 
Holly Tanner in midstretch 
but gamely fought back under 
Rose's heavy encouragement to 
wrest the lead again and, ulti¬ 
mately, a neck decision. 

In the seventh race, Rose 
unleashed the Mark Shuman- 
trained Cudjo just outside the 
eighth pole, and the 4-year-olcl 
son of Yonaguska posted a 
rousing one and a half-length 
tally over favored Nondo in 
a sharp 1:23.34 for seven fur¬ 
longs. 

Rose's pick-three was com¬ 
plete with an overpowering vie- 
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tory by Marchfore Thorough¬ 
breds's Rule of Motion in a 
mile and 70-yard allowance 
over seven rivals. Trained by 
John Servis, the 3-year-old son 
of Peace Rules raced outside 
early pacesetters through the 
first half-mile, took over on the 
far turn and dashed away to an 
eight and a half-length win in 
1:43.06. #

MISS PAULINE 
HAS MEANS 
TO GROW AT 
PENN NATIONAL

M iss Pauline grew in 
March at Penn National. 
The question is, can she 
fill her genes? 

A 4-year-old daughter of Cat 
Thief and the Gone West mare 
Tempo, Miss Pauline led all the 
way in breaking her maiden in 
her second career start by two 


and a quarter lengths the night 
of March 11. 

Bred in Pennsylvania by 
Phyllis M. Wyeth, Miss Pauline 
was favored in a field of eight 
and had no trouble substantiat¬ 
ing it. The chestnut broke on 
top for jockey Joseph Farley, 
entered the stretch six lengths 
before second choice Elizaveta 
and was confidently ridden 
home in 1:05.80 for five and 
a half furlongs. She paid $4.20 
to win. 

Seventeen days later, Miss 
Pauline ascended into allow¬ 
ance company and again was 
favored in a six-furlong test 
against five other winners. But 
on a sloppy track, she was no 
match for the victorious Left 
Flank, a 7-year-old mare bred 
and owned by Coal Valley 
Farm Ltd. 

Miss Pauline ran well and 
finished third behind longshot 


Patton's Passion. With her vic¬ 
tory in 1:11.35, Left Flank pro¬ 
duced the second-fastest six- 
furlong time on the card. 

Owned by Louanne Barn¬ 
hart and trained by Flint Stites, 
Miss Pauline hails from a blue- 
blooded bottom line. Her sec¬ 
ond dam, Terpsichorist, was 
a record-setting graded stakes 
winner on the turf in the late 
1970s, winning the Sheepshead 
Bay Handicap-G2 at Belmont 
Park and Long Island 
Handicap-G3 at Aqueduct. 
She won or placed in 13 
stakes and set a course record 
at Meadowlands in the 1978 
Rutgers Handicap, blazing 11 
furlongs in 2:13. 

Miss Pauline's third dam, 
*Glad Rags II, was champion 
2-year-old filly in Ireland. In 
addition to Terpsichorist, she 
produced two other graded 
stakes winners and is the third 


dam of Belmont Stakes winner 
Colonial Affair. 

Under a well-timed ride 
by Thomas Clifton, Sheila R. 
Englehart's Golden Leigh 
made it two in a row as she 
annexed an allowance/optional 
claimer on March 12 by a half- 
length over another last-out 
winner, Forlorn Hope. 

A Formal Gold 4-year- 
old bred by John D. Murphy 
in Kentucky, Golden Leigh 
loomed in third behind pace¬ 
setter Lisa's Night Out (also a 
winner in her previous start) 
until the top of the lane, then 
moved outside and com¬ 
menced a steady rally that put 
her in front about 70 yards 
from the wire. She drove home 
in 1:12.58 for six furlongs; 
Lisa's Night Out weakened late 
but held third. 

Golden Leigh is trained by 
Jeremiah Englehart, a relative 
newcomer to Penn National. 
Englehart, 33, a native of near¬ 
by Hershey, Pa., secured his 
trainer's license and went out 
on his own three years ago, 
but he's spent a lifetime at the 
race track. His father, Chris 
Englehart, has been one of the 
leading trainers at Finger Lakes 
in New York for more than 
20 years, and Jeremiah grew 
up helping around the barn. 
Later, he spent five years assist¬ 
ing Mike Hushion and Ken 
McPeek on the NYRA circuit. 

“I learned a lot from my 
dad," said Englehart. “I was 
very lucky when I worked for 
Ken [McPeek], because I was 
around some really nice horses 
like Repent and Take Charge 
Lady. Being around horses like 
that is something you never 
forget." 

Englehart has 15 horses on 
the Penn National backs tretch, 
five others swimming at nearby 
Sandemeyer training center, 
and 30 at Finger Lakes, where 
he saddled his first stakes win¬ 
ner, 2007 Susan B. Anthony 
Handicap hero Hoosick Falls. 

“I was able to split my sta¬ 
ble this year because I have 
employees that I can trust,"

said Englehart, adding that 
he’s generally at Penn National 
Wednesday through Saturday 
and Finger Lakes Sunday 
through Tuesday 

Englehart finished the 2008 
Finger Lakes season as the 
seventh-leading trainer with 53 
wins, 46 seconds and 30 thirds 
from 264 starters, his runners’ 
purses exceeding $585,000. His 
father took the training crown 
with 138 winners from 478 
starters and nearly $1.5 million 
in earnings. 

Through March 29, Engle¬ 
hart had won nine races from 55 
starts at Penn National; despite 
his late entry into the training 
colony, he was 12th behind 
leader Stephanie Beattie. 

“I really like what they’ve 
done at Penn National,” said 
Englehart. “The quality of 
racing has really improved, 
the grandstand is beautiful, 
and Pennsylvania offers good 
incentives for horsemen and 
owners.” 

Of Golden Leigh, a half- 
sister to graded stakes winner 
and $672,872 earner Halory 
Leigh, Englehart said: “I spot¬ 
ted her when she was racing 
at Presque Isle Downs, and I 
really liked her pedigree. My 
dad actually claimed her for my 
mother [Sheila], and she won 
a couple of races for him at 
Finger Lakes. . . She is starting 
to get very good. She could 
end up racing in some stakes 
this year.” 

Rock Bottom Ranch’s Moon¬ 
shine Road launched a power¬ 
ful move in midstretch to win a 
starter allowance by four and a 
half lengths on March 11. 

A 5-year-old gray son of 
Outflanker bred in Pennsyl¬ 
vania, Moonshine Road was 
ridden by Thomas Clifton for 
trainer Sandee Beattie and 
timed in 1:12.21 for six fur¬ 
longs. 

After winning his debut as a 
3-year-old in 2007, Moonshine 
Road failed to score in seven 
straight starts. But in his first 
three outings this year, he has a 
win and a third. 


Despite 21-1 odds, Jim Zip 
Stables’s Singapore Court 
convincingly defeated six chal¬ 
lengers in an allowance race on 
March 14. 

A 4-year-old daughter of 
Doneraile Court, Singapore 
Court hadn’t raced since 
November 15 but was ready to 
rumble. She stalked through the 
first quarter mile under Oscar 
Flores, seized the lead at the 
half-mile pole and never looked 
back, opening up a command¬ 
ing advantage in midstretch en 
route to a three-length victory 
over Left Flank. 

Trained by David Geist, 
Singapore Court conquered six 
furlongs in 1:13.17. The win¬ 
ner, out of the Dayjur mare 
Singapore Sting, was bred in 
Kentucky by Silverleaf Farms 
Inc. 

Jockey Vladimir Diaz 
recorded a career milestone on 
March 25 when he won his 
1,000th race. It came aboard 
Haunted Hot Spot, a 12-1 shot, 
in the finale for trainer Casey 
Randall. The 3-year-old filly is 
a Maryland-bred daughter of 
Jazz Club. 

According to Equibase, 
Diaz’s mounts have earned 
more than $13.7 million since 
he began riding in 1998. His 
stakes winners include S W 
Aly’svalentine, who captured 
the $100,000 Ambassador of 
Luck Handicap at Philadelphia 
Park and six other added-mon- 
ey events. He also rode Carta 
de Amor (Arg), winner of 1999 
Rare Treat and Grey Lag 
Handicaps, both Grade 3. W 
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Storm Cat - Miss Turkana, by Turkoman 


Gulf Storm is a nationally ranked sire with over 
$1 million in earnings and 39 winners, 
induding Dominican Republic champion GULF CITY, and 
stakes winners GALLANT LAWYER (G3) and REMEMBER FREEDOM.

RESEARCHER 
FINDS A WAY 
TO IMPROVE 
CHARLES TOWN 
TRACK RECORD 

JOE FONTE 


R esearcher made a break¬ 
through on March 28. 
He discovered a cure for 
Charles Town’s nine-furlong 
track record. 

The 5-year-old Two Smart 
gelding splashed through the 
Charles Town mud as no horse 
ever has, dominating three 
challengers in a $40,000 open 
allowance for older horses. 
Researcher tore through a mile 
and an eighth in 1:49.76, fastest 
in the tracks 75-year history. 
Cherokee’s Boy had held the 
record of 1:49.88 set in 2005. 

Owned by Hermen and 
Monica Greenberg of Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., and racing under 
their Rutledge Farm banner, 
Researcher went to post the 
0.40-1 favorite and robbed the 
race of any drama. His nearest 
chaser at the wire, Contrary, 
was 22 lengths behind. 

Researcher has won five 
of his last six, including the 
Queen’s County Handicap-G3 
at Aqueduct in December, the 
Mountaineer Mile Handicap 
in November and the HPBA 
Governor’s Cup at Charles 
Town in October. 

Charles Town’s leading train¬ 
er, Jeff Runco, conditions the 
bay son of the Apalachee mare 
Wild Magnolia. Researcher was 
bred in Virginia by the Virginia 
Tech Foundation Inc. and 
purchased out of the Virginia 
Tech Middleburg Agricultural 
Research and Extension 
(MARE) Center’s annual auc¬ 
tion, which the Greenbergs 
have supported for many years. 


Researcher led from start 
to finish under Luis Perez’s 
tight rein, getting the quarter 
in :23.71, the half in :46.75, 
six furlongs in 1:11.26 and the 
mile in 1:36.37. Track announc¬ 
er Jeff Cernik added to the 
crowd’s excitement, enthusias¬ 
tically highlighting Researcher’s 
quick fractions and noting 
the track record as the winner 
passed the wire. 

The field was reduced to 
four following the withdraw¬ 
al of three contenders. The 
inclement weather could have 
been factor as well as the com¬ 
petition-three stakes winners 
dressed the field. In addition to 
Researcher, the race attracted 
Donald Campbell’s Delaware 
River and Rob Ry Farm and 
Jayne Marie Slysz’s Ryan’s for 
Real. Only Penn National ship¬ 
per Contrary, a two-time winner 
in the claiming ranks in January, 
lacked lofty credentials. 

Delaware River made an 
early run at Researcher, then 
faded in the stretch; Contrary 
passed him near the wire. Ryan’s 
for Real, seemingly opposed 
to the muddy (sealed) track, 
trailed. 

The $26,000 winner’s share 
brought Researcher’s earnings 
to $316,809. He has nine wins, 
three seconds and two thirds 
from 16 starts. 

“He was doing good going 
into the race, but we did not 
expect him to break the track 
record,” Runco said. “That will 
be one race I will never for¬ 
get, especially when our jock¬ 
ey wasn’t really asking him to 
run.” 

Runco himself was a suc¬ 
cessful jockey in the early 1980s, 
riding in Louisiana, Maryland, 
Delaware and West Virginia, 
before weight issues brought 
a career shift. Now he consis¬ 
tently ranks among Charles 
Town’s leading trainers. 

The son of Creighton 
University Hospital heart spe¬ 
cialist Vincent Runco, Jeff 
might not have been a likely 
candidate for a dual career in 
horse racing. But once he began 


galloping horses in his home¬ 
town of Omaha (at the old 
Ak-Sar-Ben Race Track), his 
surprising career path became 
irrecusable. 

Susan Runco said she met 
husband Jeff through an unin¬ 
tended arrangement by the 
Charles Town stewards. 

“We met in the paddock at 
Charles Town when the stew¬ 
ards sent Jeff to ride a horse 
that I had shipped in, and our 
jockey became ill,” she said 
with a chuckle. 

Jeff said Susan has been 
the paramount influence in his 
training career, and the force 
behind his successful stable. 

“Susan takes care of our 
farm and all of our young 
horses,” Jeff said. “She is really 
a key player in our overall oper¬ 
ations.” 

The Runcos have two sons: 
Robbie works on Wall Street, 
and Jeremy is a senior at the 
United States Naval Academy. 

Runco also credited assis¬ 
tant trainer Steve Blackford 
and other members of his staff 
for his continued success. In 
addition to the Greenbergs, his 
primary owners include Ebby 
Novak’s New Farm, Bonnie 
and Tommy Hamilton’s Silver- 
ton Hill Farm, Carey Miller’s 
Millrace Farm, H. Neil Glasser 
and Ben Perkins Sr. Recently, 
The Vinery has joined Runco’s 
client list. 

Runco has trained for the 
Greenbergs about five years 
and has four of their horses. He 
also serves as the primary “go¬ 
to guy” for many other prom¬ 
inent out-of-town trainers: 
Barclay Tagg, Ben Perkins Jr., 
Steve Klesaris, Mike Trombetta 
and others often recruit him to 
assist with ship-ins. 

Runco has built a training 
fortress using a variety of tools: 
horsemanship skills, riding 
experience, hard work, affabil¬ 
ity and open communication. 

A half-hour before Research¬ 
er scored, trainer Mike Trom¬ 
betta sent Jeff Singer’s Cow¬ 
girls Don’t Cry to an impres¬ 


sive open allowance victory 
over five other older females. 

A 5-year-old multiple 
stakes winner by Pure Prize 
out of the Crafty Prospector 
mare Emphatic Style, Cowgirls 
Don’t Cry showed the form 
that carried her to victory in the 
Grade 2 Shuvee Handicap last 
May. Unraced in seven months, 
Cowgirls Don’t Cry dashed 
seven muddy furlongs in 1:25.7 5 
under Travis Dunkelberger and 
surpassed $250,000 in earnings 
with her fifth victory in 11 
starts. Two Columbus was sec¬ 
ond, Culpeper Moon third in 
the $36,000 race. 

James Anderson’s Brahms 
Fashion lit up the board in 
the March 19 opener, paying 
$100.80 to win, $21 to place 
and $10.40 to show. The sec¬ 
ond and third-place finishers, 
Catalano and Bear Gladiator, 
were bet down near even 
money in the non-winners of 
three, $6,000 claimer at four 
and a half furlongs. 

“I was thinking that if he 
ran his race, and things went 
our way, we had a good shot 
to get at least third,” trainer 
William Atkins said. 

Brahms Fashion broke well 
for jockey Brandon Whitacre 
and pressed D’Amigo Racing 
Stable’s Catalano (second in 
the wagering) through the 
turn and into the lane. Brahms 
Fashion edged away from the 
determined Catalano near the 
wire; David Scott Haney’s Bear 
Gladiator, the favorite, finished 
a closing third after rearing at 
the start, improving Brahms 
Fashion’s chance to spring the 
upset. The winner was clocked 
in :52.26. 

The daily double with sec¬ 
ond-race winner Makin Me 
Hott (5-1) returned a relatively 
meager $329. A $2 win parlay 
would have produced $620.80. 

Atkins, a logger for 35 years, 
has about 10 horses training at 
his farm in Benson, N.C.; he 
ships to race at Charles Town. 

“Because of the economy,” 
he said, “I’m doing a lot more 
training and a lot less logging.” 
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Atkins began investing in 
Quarter Horses in the mid- 
1980s and turned to training 
Thoroughbreds six years ago. 
To enhance his horses' racing 
fortunes, he said he installed 
a training track at his North 
Carolina farm that approxi¬ 
mates the sand-and-clay consis¬ 
tency of Charles Town's racing 
surface. 

“Mr. Anderson turned his 
horses over to me a short while 
back, and we have two firsts 
and two seconds together in 
four starts," Atkins said. “So I 
guess that it is working pretty 
well." 

Brahms Fashion is a little 
unusual to train, Atkins said, 
in that he stops and bucks and 
acts contrary when he's had 
enough training. 

“If we send him out for a 
two-mile gallop, he will just 
stop after a mile or a mile and 


a half," the trainer said. “So we 
just go with it and swim him to 
keep him in shape. He ran his 
fastest time and his best race 
this time, so I guess his way is 
working too." 

It wasn't as dominant as 
Researcher's score, but John P. 
Casey's Mr. Iron Duke turned 
in a laugher nonetheless on 
March 15, winning a mile and a 
sixteenth maiden special weight 
by nine and a half lengths over 
Keepureyeondaprize. Travis 
Dunkelberger rode the odds- 
on winner. 

Rodney Jenkins trains Mr. 
Iron Duke, a 4-year-old son 
of Jump Start and stakes win¬ 
ner Elegant April (by Sun War 
Dancer). The Casey family pur¬ 
chased the Kentucky-bred colt 
for $18,000 out of the 2006 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern 
FaU Yearling Sale. #

WHAT IS MHBA’S PAC? 

It is a political action committee formed by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. The PAC solicits voluntary con¬ 
tributions from individuals or corporations to support issues 
or assist selected candidates for public office in the state of 
Maryland who are interested in the problems of our industry 
and are willing to help us solve those problems. 

WHY DO WE NEED PAC? 

The largest market for horses bred in Maryland is horse rac¬ 
ing, an industry which is closely regulated by state govern¬ 
ment. In addition, while not well understood, horse breeding 
is an especially important segment of Maryland agriculture. 
The economic well-being of racing and breeding is very much 
a function of the political process. It is essential to the health of 
our industry that we educate our elected official and support 
those who work with us on issues vital to our interests. 


HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its trea¬ 
surer which are then disbursed to candidates or spent sup¬ 
porting issues as selected by a committee headed by the chair¬ 
person of the MHBA Legislative Committee. Any adminis¬ 
trative expense will be paid by the MHBA. Reports of PAC 
contributions must be filed with the State Administrative 
Board of Election Laws and are a matter of public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING 
CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to a 
single candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in any 
given four-year election cycle. Any contribution to the PAC 
must be included in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF MY 
CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax 
returns but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total 
political contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contri¬ 
bution) on individual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 
contribution) on joint returns. Political contributions are not 
deductible business expenses.

For Sassy Hound, 
retirement takes 
an arresting turn

I n the summer of 2004, for¬ 
mer Wisconsin congress¬ 
man Toby Roth pondered 
the road ahead after a long 
campaign. Not for himself, but 
for his horse. 

Multiple stakes winner and 
Grade 1-placed Sassy Hound 
had just ended a bountiful six- 
season racing career, earning 
$633,578 with a 16-9-11 record 
in 46 starts. A pressing issue 
on Roth’s personal docket was 
finding Sassy Hound a new 
purpose in life. 

This was no rubber stamp. 
Sassy Hound, a tall, elegant son 
of Deerhound and Sassy Sue 
(by Invincible Dooley), wasn’t 
the type to graze serenely in 
a pastoral setting; the high- 
strung, competitive gelding 
would require more from retire¬ 
ment. The show ring wouldn’t 
suit him, and hacking around as 
a pleasure mount clearly wasn’t 
in his future. 

A member of Congress 
from 1979 to 1997, Roth 
sought the ideal outlet for Sassy 
Hound’s second career and 
used his political contacts to 
find it-in federal law enforce¬ 
ment. 

“I always like to retire my 
horses to where I think they 
would like to go,” Roth said. 


“So when I was up on Capitol 
Hill one day, I was on the Mall, 
and I thought it was a marvel¬ 
ous place for a horse.” 

Roth placed a call to the U.S. 
Park Police, and Sassy Hound 
was accepted into the force’s 
rigorous training program. 

Meanwhile Sergeant David 
Schlosser, a 20-year veteran 
of the Metropolitan Police 
Department in Washington, 
D.C., was making a long-await¬ 
ed career change into Park 
Police service. A rider as a child 
- he had been active in 4-H in 
Montgomery County, Md. — 
S chlos ser had wanted a transfer 
to the mounted unit. As with 
all mounted patrol candidates, 
he began the department’s 
concentrated, accelerated rider 
training regimen. 

“At that point, I hadn’t been 
on a horse in about 15 years,” 
Schlosser said, “but it came 
back very quickly.” 

Sassy Hound had caught 
Schlosser’s eye, and the two 
were paired after each complet¬ 
ed “boot camp.” Sassy Hound 
took up residence near the 
Washington Monument at the 
Park Police stables, one of six 
maintained by the department 
in and around the District of 
Columbia. 


“I absolutely loved the 
horse,” Schlosser said. “I knew 
he was a retired race horse, a 
hot-tempered, Type A, strong, 
bold animal; fast, but a steady 
goer. There are very few offi¬ 
cers, quite honestly, who are 
willing to get on him. But he 
is not a dangerous horse. He’s 
just a lot of horse to handle.” 

Sassy Hound bonded with 
Schlosser and made a smooth 
and fairly rapid adjustment to 
his new vocation. Regarding 
crowd management, the 
department estimates that one 
horse can do the work of 15 to 
20 officers. Afforded a much 
higher vantage point, mounted 
officers can observe events as 
they happen, react more quick¬ 
ly and relay information imme¬ 
diately. 

“So the horse is really a mul¬ 
tifaceted piece of ‘equipment,’ 
if you will,” Schlosser said. “I 
think the biggest advantage that 
we have in the urban environ¬ 
ment with large crowds is the 
ability to manage people. And 
horses are very approachable. 
People like horses. So you can 
break down a lot of barriers 
quickly, even on a routine day 
of patrol. You’ll have people 
coming up to you that probably 


wouldn’t naturally want to talk 
to a policeman.” 

Schlosser recalled one D.C. 
resident who wasn’t interested 
in meeting him or Sassy Hound. 
Covering Farragut Square one 
Sunday morning, Schlosser 
was approached by a man who 
pointed out a developing drug 
transaction across the street. 
The officer crossed the road to 
investigate, confirmed the tip 
and advised the seller against 
making a break for it Schlosser 
told him his mount, an ex-race 
horse, was still “pretty fast” and 
could easily overtake anyone on 
foot. At that, the suspect lit out 
at a dead run down a K Street 
sidewalk toward Connecticut 
Avenue. 

Sassy Hound followed at 
a pleasant Sunday-in-the-park 
trot, Schlosser cheerfully calling 
out, “Are you tired yet?” The 
perpetrator eventually slowed 
to a halt and gave up. 

“So on the arrest record, 
Form PD-163, I had to com¬ 
plete the record of what hap¬ 
pened for prosecution purpos¬ 
es,” Schlosser said. “There’s a 
block on there for the arrest¬ 
ing officer, so obviously I put 
my name. And then there’s a 
block for assisting officer, and I 
thought, well, okay, he assisted 
me. So I put ‘Hound, Sassy.’” 

Schlosser credits Sassy 
Hound’s affinity for police 
work to his courageous heart 
and winning attitude. 

“The attributes that served 
him well as a race horse have 
transferred to his second 
career,” Schlosser said. “He 
puts the same heart into every¬ 
thing he does.” 

Of the profound kinship 
that develops between rider and 
horse, he said, “Officers will 
almost universally live and die 
for their horses. They consider 
them their partners. They’ll do 
anything for them.” 

The partnership between 
Schlosser and Sassy Hound 
continued until May 2008, when 
a new mounted recruit, Officer 
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Sergeant David Schlosser, Sassy Hound and Officer Denise Maradiaga. “The attributes that served him well as a race horse have transferred to his second career, ” Schlosser says. 


Denise Maradiaga, expressed 
a keen interest in the big, dark 
bay. Maradiaga also had had 
20 years with the D.C. police 
force when she joined the Park 
Police. A dressage rider with a 
10-acre farm and horses of her 
own in Upper Marlboro, Md., 
Maradiaga at first resisted the 
idea of making her part-time 
passion her full-time profes¬ 
sion. The prospect of teaming 
up with Sassy Hound, however, 
proved too enticing. 

Schlosser, putting depart¬ 
mental interests above his own, 
encouraged the connection. 
Maradiaga's experience and 
abilities convinced him that the 
match would benefit both offi¬ 
cer and equine. 

“It was easy to give him 
to Denise, because I knew he 
was going to the right rider,” 
Schlosser said. “I was confident 


they would each bring out the 
best in each other.” 

Sassy Hound's reassign¬ 
ment also meant a change in 
living arrangements; he took 
residence at the Fort Hunt, Va., 
stables near Mount Vernon, 
Maradiaga's base. His new digs 
provided ample turn-out—he 
rapidly established alpha-horse 
status with pals Nemo and 
Mo-and a bucolic setting in 
one of the area's most popular 
parks. 

Maradiaga's Park Police 
arrival preceded other news: 
She was pregnant with her first 
child. Those first few weeks 
with Sassy Hound proving 
difficult and tiring, Maradiaga 
quickly understood Schlosser's 
fondness for the horse. 

“He was so kind with me,” 
she said of Sassy Hound. “He 
was very gentle and patient.” 


Maradiaga was restricted to 
light duty in the final trimester 
of her pregnancy, thus she and 
Sassy Hound missed the chance 
to lead the Inaugural Parade 
in January. Due to deliver in 
March, Maradiaga planned to 
rejoin Sassy Hound this sum¬ 
mer. 

Their daily routine usually 
consists of three-hour shifts 
patrolling the Mall. They trailer 
over five days a week to work 
the grounds of the Jefferson 
and Lincoln Memorials and 
Washington Monument. 

“He literally is approached 
by about a hundred tourists 
on a slow day,” Maradiaga said. 
“We will patrol, give people 
directions, assist with traffic 
stops. Every day, he has a job. 

“He has his routine, and 
he's comfortable with it. And 
I try every time that I'm 


down there to expose him to 
a new experience,” continued 
Maradiaga. “There are so many 
hazards and things they are 
faced with, the more they get, 
the better they become. And 
there is no limit to what this 
horse can do. I have the best 
job in the world!” 

No one is more gratified 
than Congressman Roth, who 
left public office 12 years ago to 
form the Roth Group, a politi¬ 
cal consulting firm. Lawmaking 
behind him, Roth helped serve 
the people nonetheless by find¬ 
ing Sassy Hound an ideal sec¬ 
ond career. 

“I owed it to this horse to 
give him the best retirement 
possible,” Roth said. “And I 
hope that he stands as a role 
model to other owners who 
may be looking for a great 
retirement for their horses.” Ufa

LEADING 2-YEAR-OLD 
SIRE EMANCIPATOR 
DEAD AT 14 


J ohn F. Jones Jr/s Forty 
Niner stallion Emanci¬ 
pator, West Virginia’s lead¬ 
ing juvenile sire of 2008, died 
in his stall on March 4 due to a 
ruptured stomach. 

“Fie was a nice horse and 
stamped his foals,” Jones said 
of the 14-year-old stallion. “He 
put a lot of speed into his foals.” 

Searching for a son of Forty 
Niner with a pedigree based 
on speed, Jones purchased 
the unraced Emancipator to 
stand the 2002 season in West 
Virginia. The burly chestnut had 
entered stud in Illinois in 2000, 
siring 26 foals in that first crop, 
which yielded stakes horses 


Zitlaly (his leading earner with 
$212,326), Bold Emancipator 
and Paddle’s Big Girl. 

In Emancipator’s four West 
Virginia-sired crops of racing 
age, his most accomplished 
runners include current 3-year- 
old Leva Mae, his first stakes 
winner who captured the 2008 
Triple Crown Nutrition West 
Virginia Breeders Classic and 
Golden Gull “Chris Brown” 
Memorial Stakes last year at 2; 
Burnwell Princess, secondin the 
2007 Triple Crown Nutrition 
West Virginia Breeders Classic 
Stakes, and Oak Hill Princess, 
second in Charles Town’s 
Spruce Knob Stakes in 2007. 


Emancipator had three 
winners from four 2-year-old 
starters (out of nine registered 
foals) in 2008, and their com¬ 
bined four wins and earnings 
of $128,556 placed their sire 
at the top of West Virginia’s 
leading 2-year-old sires lists for 
money won, number of win¬ 
ners and number of wins. Leva 
Mae, bred and owned by Jones 
under his nom de course, Up In 
Front Stables LLC, was named 
champion West Virginia-bred 
juvenile filly. 

From his six crops to race, 
Emancipator has total progeny 
earnings of $1.7 million with 
51 starters, for average earnings 
per starter of $34,654. 

Emancipator was out of 
Grade 1 -winning juvenile 
Contredance (by Danzig) 
and a half-brother to stakes- 
placed Don’t Forget Faith and 
Hokko Beauty. The produc¬ 
tive family, developed through 
the generations by Christiana 


Stables, includes Contredance’s 
stakes-winning full brother Old 
Alliance, and full sister Nimble 
Feet, the dam of graded/group 
winners Eltish and Forest 
Gazelle and three other stakes 
horses. 

Contredance is a three- 
quarter sister to graded winner 
Skimble (the dam of multimil¬ 
lionaire Skimming), multiple 
graded stakes-placed Nimble 
Mind, as well as to Flit, the 
dam of classic winner Wince 
and granddam of Group 1 
Yorkshire Oaks winner Quiff. 
Second dam Nimble Folly 
also produced multiple graded 
stakes winner and sire Shotiche 
(by Northern Dancer). 

Emancipator most recently 
stood at Blue Spruce Farm in 
Kearneysville. “He was final¬ 
ly getting better mares,” said 
Jones. “I have some 2-year-olds 
of his that are really nice. This 
year was going to be a great 
year for him.”

AH DAY 

FLIES HOME LATE 
IN TOBOGGAN 



C oming into Aqueduct’s 
Grade 3 Toboggan Stakes 
on March 7 off his third 
long layoff in two years, Ah 
Day could be forgiven for being 
a lithe rusty. And at the midway 
point of the six-furlong winter 
fixture, which attracted a field 
full of accomplished sprint¬ 
ers, it was becoming appar¬ 
ent Ah Day needed a race-he 
trailed eight others, nearly 10 
lengths behind dueling leaders 
West Coast Flier and Grand 
Champion. 

What Ah Day proceeded to 
do was astonishing. 

The 6-year-old gelding 
kicked into gear heading into 
the far turn, swept six-wide 
entering the stretch, and bar¬ 
reled down the middle of the 
track to catch Eternal Star in 
the final strides. The margin of 
victory was a head, the final 
time 1:10.28. Ah Day paid 
$16.80. 

It was a spectacular return 
for trainer King T. Leather- 
bury’s homebred, nearly seven 
months after his last start. 

Ah Day was one of the 
best Maryland-bred runners 
of 2006. The gelding has had 
to overcome a multitude of 
problems after a sophomore 


campaign in which he started 
15 times, won six stakes (and 
placed in four others), earned 
nearly a half-million dollars, 
and was named the state-bred 
champion of his division. 
Leatherbury acknowledged the 
purpose behind Ah Day’s busy 
season, saying, “I took advan¬ 
tage of the restricted races for 
3-year-olds.” 

The injuries that have inter¬ 
rupted the gelding’s career 
“were not common-a bunch 
of oddball things,” noted 
Leatherbury. 

Since January 2007, Ah Day 
has gone postward seven times, 
winning three. His two wins 
leading to the Toboggan came 
in consecutive runnings of 
Laurel Park’s Fire Plug Stakes: 
He recorded Beyer speed fig¬ 
ures of 110 in each, scoring by 
a combined eight and a half 
lengths. 

Ah Day was ready to make 
his mark on a national level 
in the sprint division after the 
2007 Fire Plug. His follow¬ 
up efforts were a second in 
Laurel Park’s General George 
Breeders’ Cup Handicap-G2 (a 
length and a quarter behind 
Silver Wagon), a third to Silver 
Wagon and Diabolical in the 
Grade 1 Carter Handicap at 


Aqueduct (beaten two lengths) 
and another second, before 
a Derby Day crowd, in the 
Churchill Downs Stakes-G2 (to 
Saint Anddan). 

Leatherbury had to back off 
of Ah Day after the Churchill 
Downs race when it was deter¬ 
mined he suffered an injury in 
his hindquarter. 

It was eight months before 
Ah Day reappeared in the Fire 
Plug, his first start of 2008. 
And the gelding went right 
back on the shelf after another 
hind-end issue was discovered. 
When Ah Day reappeared at 
Monmouth in August 2008, 
in the Teddy Drone Stakes, 
he was definitely not himself, 
beaten more than 13 lengths. 
Again, Leatherbury had to give 
him time off when the geld¬ 
ing was diagnosed with a bone 
bruise. 

In the Toboggan, Ah Day, 
a son of former Maryland 
sire Malibu Moon, rewarded 
Leatherbury by getting his 
ninth stakes victory from 24 


starts, and upped his earnings 
total to $764,574. 

Leatherbury has a long and 
successful history with the 
family of Ah Day. Ah Day’s 
second dam, unraced Dronette 
(by Drone), produced two 
Maryland-bred titiists bred by 
Leatherbury-1988 champion 
older mare Notches Trace and 
two-time champion Thirty 
Eight Go Go, the top 2-year- 
old filly of 1987 and older mare 
of 1989. 

Leatherbury also bred Ah 
Day’s dam, Endette (a full sis¬ 
ter to Thirty Eight Go Go), 
and co-owned and trained her 
sire, Thirty Eight Paces, a mul¬ 
tiple graded stakes winner of 
$478,662. 

Endette, named Maryland 
broodmare of the year in 2006, 
died the next spring after pro¬ 
ducing a colt by Dance With 
Ravens named No End, whom 
Leatherbury still owns. Endette 
is also the dam of 2006 Mary¬ 
land Million Classic winner 
Due, an earner of $359,160.

I Daves Friend became the 
first pure sprinter to reach $1 
million in earnings with his vic¬ 
tory in Oaklawn Park's Count 
Fleet Sprint Handicap at age 9. 

Bred by trainer Robert L. 
Beall, the gelding came from 
humble beginnings (by Friend's 
Choice out of Due's Tina, by 
Due de Fer) and was rejected 
for Maryland's select sale as a 
yearling. After Dave's Friend 
earned die tide of Maryland- 
bred Horse of the Year in 
1980, Beall sold him to John 
Franks. Then 6, the gelding was 
turned over to trainer Jack Van 
Berg, who was quoted after the 
Count Fleet as saying: “I love 
him. I have never been more 
attached to a horse than I am 
to Dave's Friend." 

Wrote turf scribe Dick 
Jerardi, “[Dave's Friend] has 
never won his deserved Eclipse 


award as this country's greatest 
sprinter because of a combi¬ 
nation of poor timing, injury, 
bad luck and poorly mapped 
out campaigns. But there is 
no question he has been one 
of America's greatest sprinters 
since 1978 and perhaps one of 
the greatest ever. . .. He should 
be assured a place in racing's 
Hall of Fame." 

Except for back-to-back 
wins in the $100,000 Count 
Fleet Sprint, Dave's Friend's 
other 15 stakes wins carried 
purses from $75,000 to $15,000. 
His most recent victory, his 
34th from 68 starts, raised his 
earnings to $1,058,750. 

Dave's Friend made eight more 
starts before retiring with total earn- 
ings of $1,079,915. 

I Champion Devil's Bag's 
career ended a few days after he 
missed an expected start in the 
Kentucky Derby-Gl, which 
was won by stablemate Swale. 

The Maryland-bred Halo 
colt won three of four starts 
at 3, including the Derby Trial

I Maryland-bred Miss Disco, 
the dam of 1957 Horse of the 
Year Bold Ruler, was named 
1958 Broodmare of the Year by 
the Kentucky Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association. 

A 15-year-old daughter of 
Discovery out of Outdone, 
by Pompey, Miss Disco was 
bred by Alfred G. Vanderbilt 
and foaled at Sagamore Farm 
in Glyndon. During the years 
Vanderbilt was away at war, 
the Sagamore yearlings were 
sold. Miss Disco, who went 
on to become a stakes winner 
of $80,250, was purchased for 
$2,100 by Sidney Schupper. 

In 1950, A.B. Hancock Jr. 
acquired Miss Disco on behalf 
of Mrs. Henry Carnegie Phipps 
as a broodmare prospect. Miss 
Disco produced four stakes 
horses, all by *Nasrullah. Bold 
Ruler was her fourth of 11 
foals. 


Discovery joined Blue 
Larkspur as the only stallions 
to sire two broodmares of the 
year. Miss Traffic, honored in 
1954, was Discovery's first. 

I J.J. Brunetti andF. A. Piarulli's 
top handicap horse Vertex got 
his second $100,000 stakes 
win in seven days when he 
proved lengths the best in the 
John B. Campbell Memorial 
Handicap at Bowie. 

The 5-year-old Maryland- 
bred son of the late Maryland 
sire The Rhymer shipped 
north from Gulfstream Park, 
where he had been described 
as “sore for some time and 
it was touch-and-go wheth¬ 
er he would make it to the 
post" prior to his victory 
over * Amerigo in the mile 
and a quarter Gulfstream Park 
Handicap on a sloppy track. 

■ Mrs. H. Robertson Fen¬ 
wick's Fluctuate, with 21 -year- 
old Crompton Smith Jr. in the 
saddle, took the 63rd running 
of the Maryland Hunt Cup. It 
was the 12-year-old gelding's 
first season as a timber horse. 


Stakes one week before the 
Derby, but not in the dominat¬ 
ing fashion he displayed when 
undefeated at 2. 

Syndicated for $36 million 
die previous fall, Devil's Bag 
was whisked away to stud to 
Claiborne Farm when a bone 
chip was discovered in his right 
knee. 

“Pennsylvanians Sweep 
Timber’s ‘Big Three'," read the 
headline summing up the spring 
timber season in Maryland. 

Dixon Stroud of West 
Grove, Pa., riding wife Lisa's 
7-year-old Bewley's Hill, took 
the Maryland Hunt Cup. 

Freeman’s Hill, ayear-young- 
er full brother to Bewley's Hill 
owned and trained by breeder 
Jill Fanning of Unionville, won 
the Grand National. 

Mrs. Stephanie Speakman's 
Our Steeplejack, trained and

The colt was purchased by 
Michael Tabor and turned over 
to trainer D. Wayne Lukas, who 
reportedly said, “He was every¬ 
thing you could ask for." 

Bred by Katherine Willson 
and out of the Assert (Ire) mare 
Three Grand, the colt was sold 
by his breeder for $220,000 the 
previous fall, which equaled the 
record auction price for a colt 
at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale. 

Named La Salle Street, he made 
three starts, finished second once, and 
earned $3,420. 

I Buckland Farm, one of Vir¬ 
ginia's most prominent Thor¬ 
oughbred nurseries under the 
ownership of the late Thomas 
Mellon Evans, was sold for a 
reported $2.9 million. The buyer 
of the 495-acre establishment, 
William Blake, planned to raise 
cattle on the site, birthplace 


of Kentucky Derby/Preakness 
winner Pleasant Colony. 

I New Jersey's 1998 Horse 
of the Year, Jersey Girl, was 
retired after a chip was found in 
her right knee following a work 
at Hialeah in March. 

Runner-up for an Eclipse 
Award as the nation's leading 
3-year-old filly in 1998, the 
daughter of New Jersey-bred 
champion Belong to Me won 
nine of 11 starts and earned 
$571,136. She was scheduled to 
be bred to A.P. Indy. 

I Four-time Eclipse Award 
winner Lonesome Glory 
proved ageless, as the 11-year- 
old won the first Grade 1 stee¬ 
plechase race of the season, the 
Carolina Cup in Camden. 

With regular rider Blythe 
Miller up, Lonesome Glory 
soared by almost seven lengths 
in a time nearly five seconds 
faster than his 1997 victory.

Maryland Yearling Show 
nears 75 th event 



The show moved to the front lawn of Pimlico's picturesque old 
clubhouse in 1940 because a "coughing bug" was traveling through 
the track's stable area. Pimlico served as the host site from 1932 to 1959. 
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History runs deep at the 
Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association Yearling Show, 
which will celebrate its 75th 
renewal on June 28 at the 
Maryland State Fairgrounds 
in Timonium. 

Traditionally, the event of¬ 
fers breeders an opportunity 
to show off their Maryland- 
bred yearlings while making 
them eligible for lucrative 
prizes. 

Participants, both human 
and equine, have been a who's 
who of the racing world, with 
a long list of esteemed horse¬ 
men having served as judge 
and numerous state-bred stars 
seizing the opportunity for 
their first public appearance. 

Maryland's first state- 
bred yearling show, held on a 
Thursday (May 12,1932), was 
a superbly attended affair un¬ 
der less than ideal conditions. 
A crowd of approximately 500 
people turned out at Pimlico 
two days before the Preak- 
ness, "braving cold weather, 
rain and mud," according to 
an account in The Blood-Horse. 

A large assemblage of 
about 60 yearlings was judged 
in two divisions-one for colts 
and one for fillies-their own¬ 


ers obviously enticed by the 
prize money. A total of $900 
was divided among the top 
four finishers in each class, 
with $500 going to the blue 
ribbon winners. 

Three of the era's most no¬ 
table horsemen - Admiral Cary 
T. Grayson, William duPont Jr. 
and Preston M. Burch-judged 
the entrants in the track's pad- 
dock, which helped shelter 


participants from the driving 
rain. 

Reported The Blood-Horse , 
"In the colt division first prize 
and championship of the show 
was awarded to a black son of 
Sun Flag from Unfurled, by 
Pennant, the property of J.W.Y. 
(Bill) Martin, wealthy young 
Worthington Valley horseman, 
sportsman and polo player." 
The filly division was won by 
















a chestnut daughter of Consti¬ 
tution owned by Janon Fisher 

Jr. 

That first show set a prece¬ 
dent, as 26 Hall of Fame train¬ 
ers have served as judges. 
Preston Burch, who also 
judged the show in 1946 and 
1953, was inducted into the 
Hall of Fame in 1963. 

For the 1933 show, which 
offered a total of $1,000 in 
prize money (divided between 
the two classes), it was noted 
that "An excellent judge of 
young Thoroughbreds, James 
E. [Sunny Jim] Fitzsimmons, 
trainer of the Belair Stud, 
Wheatley Stable and other 
horses, has accepted an invita¬ 
tion to judge the show." 

Fitzsimmons, who saddled 
Belair Stud's Gallant Fox to 
win the Triple Crown in 1930, 
had a 70-year career that was 
marked by such other mile¬ 
stones as winning the 1935 Tri¬ 
ple Crown with Belair's Oma¬ 
ha, training two of the world's 


leading money-winners (Gal¬ 
lant Fox and Nashua), and or¬ 
chestrating the careers of eight 
champions, five of whom are 
in the Hall of Fame (the three 
above, plus Granville and 
Bold Ruler). 

He lent his expertise as 
MHBA Yearling Show judge 
for 10 straight years. Fitzsim¬ 
mons's first tour of duty took 
him into Pimlico's infield, on 
the Monday after that year's 
Preakness. Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association field sec¬ 
retary Humphrey S. Finney re¬ 
ported that Fitzsimmons "was 
not told the breeding of any of 
the entries, but was asked to 
place them as he would were 
he selecting yearlings for rac¬ 
ing at Saratoga." 

A total of 34 yearlings was 
shown, and Finney remarked, 
"The turnout of spectators was 
disappointing in numbers, but 
the improvement in condition 
of the yearlings exhibited was 
very marked." J.W.Y. Martin

bred and owned both class 
winners. 

The show was open to any 
state-bred yearling, regardless 
of where the sire stood, and 
in its third year, great pride 
was taken that both the class 
winners were by Maryland 
stallions (Flying Ebony, the 
1925 Kentucky Derby winner 
who stood his first Maryland 
season in 1932, and *Sir Grey- 
steel), winning over the get of 
such sires as *Sir Gallahad III, 
Gallant Fox and *Sun Briar. 

Five years later, the show 
for state-breds "witnessed two 
innovations." First, it was lim¬ 
ited to the produce of mares 
covered in Maryland. And 
second, the colts and fillies 
were judged at the same time, 
in two different rings (Fitzsim¬ 
mons had the colts-30 were 
exhibited; Harry Rites judged 
22 fillies). The Maryland Horse 
noted: "The latter innovation 
proved bad judgment, and 
next year only one ring will be 
judged at a time." 

The restrictions to Mary- 
land-sired only yearlings 
ended in 1946, the first show 
after a three-year hiatus dur¬ 
ing World War II. Two classes 
were added for out-of-state- 
sired yearlings (one for colts 
and one for fillies). 

A far more lasting innova¬ 
tion brought about in 1939 
was the Back Again purse-a 
race restricted to 2-year-olds 
who had been shown the year 
before. 

The inaugural running of 
the Back Again, featuring a 


purse of $1,500, took place 
on May 11 at Pimlico, with G. 
Ray Bryson's first-time starter 
Knightfors winning by two 
lengths. "In all only nine start¬ 
ers were carded, though there 
were 43 that had been eligible 
.. . Thus is shown the sorrows 
of training. Bucked shins and 
coughs kept many out of the 
race," reported The Maryland 
Horse. 

The Back Again complet¬ 
ed its run 44 years later, with 
Glennie Martin's 1-2 favorite 
Fancy Century taking home 
the winner's share of the 
$12,000 purse. The final Back 
Again drew considerable in¬ 
terest, and had an also-eligible 
list. A dozen runners contested 
the six-furlong race. 

The victory was especially 
meaningful to Glennie Mar¬ 
tin's husband, J.W.Y. (Duck) 
Martin Jr.: "My father had 
the champion of the very first 
show... so it seems fitting that 
our family should also own 
the winner of the final running 
of the Back Again." 

That running notwith¬ 
standing, the Back Again was 
terminated because it gener¬ 
ally attracted small, medio¬ 
cre fields that did not accu¬ 
rately measure the ability of 
the show participants. In its 
place, the MHBA established 
a $20,000 Maryland Fund 
Award to be divided among 
the exhibitors of the four con¬ 
testants who earned the most 
money on the race track the 
next year. 



The event has occupied various sites at the Timonium Fairgrounds 
since moving to that location, and its old show ring, in 1960. 









The first purse premium, 
worth $13,000 to the leading 
earner, was awarded in 1984 to 
Sarah Jane Kousouris, exhibi¬ 
tor of For You and Me. The For 
Love and Glory filly earned 
only $18,490 as a 2-year-old, 
but it was good enough for the 
top spot. She proved her qual¬ 
ity when going on to win three 
stakes and a total of $161,094 
during her four-year career. 

Over the years, the first- 
place purse premium has gone 
to a number of stakes-winning 
juveniles, including Dark Hol¬ 
low Farm's Safely Kept and 
Ready's Image; Frank Zureick 
and Violet Cleveland's Ur¬ 
bane; Hal C.B. Clagett's Run 
Alden and Bullet Valay; and 
ZWP Stable's Cherokee's Boy. 

The top-earning yearling 
show participant at 2 has been 
Spring Meadow Farm's De¬ 
clan's Moon. Shown in 2003 
when trainer Barclay Tagg 
selected him as a class win¬ 
ner, the gelded son of Malibu 
Moon earned $507,300 during 
his Eclipse Award-winning 
campaign in 2004. 

The purse premium has 
been modified twice-in¬ 
creased to $25,000 for con¬ 
testants from 1990 to 1999, its 
current format started with 
the 2000 show, offering a total 
of $40,000 split between the 
top four earners during their 
2 and 3-year-old seasons. The 
first year the 3-year-olds were 
rewarded, Nancy Alberts's 
homebred Magic Weisner 
won in a landslide-he earned 
$791,000 his sophomore cam¬ 


paign, by far the most earn¬ 
ings in a single season for any 
purse premium award winner 
to date. 

For much of its existence, 
the show has been tied in 
with the Preakness. Not only 
was Pimlico the host site until 
1960, when it was moved to 
the Timonium Fairgrounds, 
but the show was held either 
in the week leading up to the 
race or immediately after early 
in its history. 

The most picturesque site 
was the lawn of Pimlico's 
"Old Clubhouse." The show 
moved to that location in 1940, 
well away from the stable area 
which was in the midst of a 
"coughing bug" scare. 

With the Preakness as a 
backdrop, it comes as no sur¬ 
prise that a total of 17 Preak- 
ness-winning trainers are on 
the honor roll of judges. 

Fitzsimmons sent out Oma¬ 
ha to win the Preakness two 
days after judging the 1935 
show. But two of the classic - 
winning elite, Horatio Luro 
(trainer of Northern Dancer in 
1964) and Billy Turner (trainer 
of Seattle Slew in 1977), took 
time the day after their classic 
victories to handle ring duties. 
And show exhibitors were 
thrilled to welcome former 
Maryland-based trainer Bar¬ 
clay Tagg back in 2003, the 
month following Funny Cide's 
victories in the Kentucky Der¬ 
by and Preakness. 

Five trainers were asked 
to judge the show a year af¬ 
ter sending out the Preak¬ 


ness winner-Max Hirsch 
(after winning the 1946 Triple 
Crown with Assault), Luc- 
ien Laurin (after Secretariat 
in 1973), Jack Van Berg (fol¬ 
lowing Gate Dancer's victory 
in 1984), Tim Ritchey (Afleet 
Alex in 2005) and Tom Alber- 
trani (Bernardini in 2006). 

It was noted in The Mary¬ 
land Horse that for Laurin's 
year, in which the weather 
"bordered on the edge of di¬ 
saster," as heavy rain coupled 
with 50 mile per hour winds 
swept the Timonium show 
ring located in the infield of 
the race track: "All in all, it 
was a thankless task for Mr. 
Laurin, who had flown in 
from New York the morn¬ 
ing of the show. Sodden with 
his dripping clothes, Laurin 
battled out his assignment to 
the very end, never once com¬ 
plaining." 

While the weather is un¬ 
predictable, what's guaran¬ 
teed is the presenting of the 


championship trophy which, 
if won by the same exhibitor 
three times, is retired by the 
winner. A new, comparable 
trophy must then replace it. 
The first trophy of its kind was 
the Henry L. Straus Memorial, 
first offered in 1950. 

Racing Hall of Fame stee¬ 
plechase rider Rigan McKin¬ 
ney, whose yearlings won the 
show in 1957 and 1959, retired 
the Straus trophy in 1960 and 
replaced it with the Blarney 
Challenge Trophy, named for 
his Blarney Farm in Wood¬ 
bine, Md. 

It took nearly 40 years be¬ 
fore an exhibitor was able to 
reciprocate. Yearlings from 
Robert Manfuso and Katha¬ 
rine Voss's Chanceland Farm 
took top honors in 1992, 1994 
and 1999. The Chanceland 
Farm Challenge Trophy, of¬ 
fered in 2000, is now waiting 
for a three-time winner. Breed¬ 
er Cary Jackson exhibited the 
grand champions of 2005 and

2006, and the past two years 
has come excruciatingly close 
as two of his colts have been 
reserve champion. 

The leading owner of year¬ 
ling show champions, with 
seven, was Alfred G. Vander¬ 
bilt. His first came in 1934 and 
his last in 1967, with a daugh¬ 
ter of his famed stallion Na¬ 
tive Dancer.

Even the most knowledge¬ 
able and keen horseman can 
overlook a potential diamond, 
as the yearling show has prov¬ 
en over and over again. 

Two Eclipse Award win¬ 
ners failed to win their classes. 
Champion sprinter and multi¬ 
millionaire Safely Kept was 
completely overlooked in 
1987, and champion 2-year- 


training champion Jack Fisher, 
died March 9 at age 27. 

Bred by Robert Meyerhoff, 
Call Louis did little on the 
flat (dropping to the $6,000 


old Smart Angle was judged 
fifth-best in her class in 1978. 

One of the most accom¬ 
plished groups of runners 
came out of the 1993 show. 
Of the 87 yearlings exhibited, 
trainer Tommy Kelly selected 
as his champion and reserve 
champion future stakes-placed 
runners Royal Silver and Ve¬ 
nus Genus, respectively. 

But a filly he placed fourth 
that day totally outclassed 
them both, as multiple Grade 
1 winner Urbane amassed 
more than $1 million on the 
track. Two others in the show 
who weren't pinned in their 
classes also became accom¬ 
plished runners-Preakness 
runner-up Oliver's Twist and 
1999 Maryland Million Classic 
winner Perfect to a Tee. 

Sometimes, however, a 
hint of things to come seems 
apparent. Among the class 
winners over the years have 
been Eclipse Award winner 
Declan's Moon, graded stakes 
winner Ready's Image (2006), 
Run Alden (1992), Le Sau- 
teur (1980) and Proper Angel 


claiming level at Delaware 
Park) and not much more over 
hurdles. Switched to timber 
for the 1989 season, the son 
of Ecole Etage won his first 
start-April 23 at the Middle- 
burg Spring Races in Virgin¬ 
ia-and reeled off five more 
victories to claim the National 
Steeplechase Association's 
timber championship in an 
undefeated season. 

"He was my first winner, 
put me on the map and is one 
I'll always remember," Fisher 
said. "He got me started as a 
trainer, and he got me started 
as a husband, too. If I had 
fallen off him in that first race, 
I probably wouldn't be mar¬ 
ried." 

Owned by Sheila Wil¬ 
liams, then Fisher's girlfriend 
and now his wife. Call Louis 
helped bring the couple to¬ 
gether-even if he spent most 
of his early days trying to run 
away. 

He knew one speed early 
in his timber career-fast. Rid¬ 


(1994). Six grand champions 
have gone on to be stakes win¬ 
ners-Grand Champion (thus 
his name; 2004), Katie's Love 
(2003), Earth to Jackie (1995), 
Alden's Ambition (1982), 
Knocklofty (1961) and Some¬ 
time Thing (1953). 

It's hard to critique the 
judging over the years, since 
so many factors can affect a 
horse's career, but it may be 
difficult to top the success of 
Barclay Tagg. After whittling 
down his selections from 112 
yearlings shown in six classes 
in 2003, he selected as class 
winners three future stakes 
winners, topped by Declan's 
Moon. 

The number of entries has 
fluctuated over the years- 
from less than 30 in 1935 to the 
most ever in 1990, when Hall 
of Fame trainer Flint (Scotty) 
Schulhofer examined 140 
yearlings (from 192 entered). 
In recent years, the number of 
entries has hovered at approx¬ 
imately 100, with about a 20 
percent scratch rate on the day 
of the show. 


den by Fisher, the bay geld¬ 
ing won that first race by 45 
lengths and racked up other 
lopsided victory margins of 
35,30,32U and 20 lengths dur¬ 
ing the year. 

Stakes victories came in 
the Virginia Gold Cup, New 
Jersey Hunt Cup and Interna¬ 
tional Gold Cup. 

Call Louis also helped an¬ 
other trainer get started as 
Helen Pitts often led him to 
the paddock.

In the end. Call Louis col¬ 
icked, and Fisher opted to 
put down his old favorite and 
bury him on the farm.

It was just a matter of time 
before Fancy Diamond got 
her first stakes win. And the 
Conniver Stakes for Mary¬ 


land-bred fillies and mares 
on March 14 at Laurel Park 
proved just the right spot. 
Fancy Diamond, a 5-year-old 
mare who has had a promis¬ 
ing, if somewhat unfulfilled, 
career, dug in determinedly 
to hold off All Giving in deep 
stretch and win by a neck. She 
paid a generous $22.60 for the 
victory-the longest price in 
her 12-race career. 

Fancy Diamond had a 
busy up-and-down 2008 sea¬ 
son. Early in the year she was 
the favorite against multiple 
graded stakes winner and 
millionaire Wild Gams in her 
stakes debut, but eventually 
was claimed twice, the final 
time landing in the barn of 


Philadelphia Park-based train¬ 
er Cathal Lynch for owner Kil¬ 
dare Stables. 

Fancy Diamond was 
bred by Charles and Cynthia 
McGinnes at their Thornmar 
farm in Chestertown. A daugh¬ 
ter of Eastern Echo, who stood 
for three seasons at Shamrock 
Farm under the management 
of Maryland Stallion Station 
before his death in December 
2004, Fancy Diamond was 
purchased by trainer Tony 
Dutrow for $18,000 out of the 
Thornmar consignment at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic East¬ 
ern Fall Yearling sale in 2005. 

Campaigned by Park Av¬ 
enue Racing Stable, Fancy 
Diamond made her debut in 
February 2007 going five and 
a half furlongs at Laurel Park 
for a $40,000 tag. She turned 
in a fantastic effort as she 
aired by 15% lengths. Thirteen 
months passed before her next 
start. 

Fancy Diamond's first two 
outings at 4, both at Aqueduct 
going six furlongs, saw a rapid 
rise in her stock as she took a 
first-level allowance in a gritty 
performance, rallying to win 
by a head, then came right 
back to score by six lengths. 

Dutrow shot high by 
sending her out next in the 
$250,000 My Juliet Stakes at 
Philadelphia Park. Sent off as 
the 4-5 favorite in the field of 
five. Fancy Diamond reluc¬ 
tantly gave way after setting 
the pace and finished second 
to Wild Gams, losing by a 
length. She turned in another 
close effort in her turf debut 
with a fourth-place finish in 
Monmouth Park's Klassy 
Briefcase Stakes, again losing 
by a length. 

Dutrow shipped Fancy Di¬ 
amond to Saratoga and risked 
her for a $50,000 tag in an op¬ 
tional claimer in mid-August. 


Sent off as the 1.55-1 favorite 
in the field of seven, she led 
every step and won by near¬ 
ly four lengths. The gamble 
didn't pay off for her connec¬ 
tions, however, as trainer Mi¬ 
chael Maker haltered her on 
behalf of Carol Harman. 

Fancy Diamond returned 
to Laurel as the favorite for 
the Maryland Million Distaff 
Handicap, but was never a 
factor and finished a well- 
beaten sixth. 

By early November, she 
was once again in the claiming 
ranks. She had no takers for 
$50,000 at Churchill Downs 
when sent out in a five-furlong 
turf race in which she rallied to 
finish third. Maker slipped her 
in at Turfway Park for $32,500 
on December 5. Dominating 
throughout. Fancy Diamond 
won by HVi lengths, and was 
snatched up by Lynch. 

Fancy Diamond entered 
the seven-furlong Conniver 
off an allowance at Philadel¬ 
phia Park five weeks earlier, 
in which she vied for the lead 
before weakening late to fin¬ 
ish third. 

Ridden by Harry Vega for 
the first time. Fancy Diamond 
was sent immediately to the 
front in the Conniver and 
opened up a daylight lead 
through fractions of :23.24, 
:46.41 and 1:10.71. The lead 
evaporated by midstretch, 
and Fancy Diamond was all 
out to hold off multiple stakes 
winner All Giving. Odds-on 
favorite Puskita ran evenly 
to finish third, four and a half 
lengths farther back, and was 
followed by My Little Pretty, 
Two Columbus, Church Bells 
and Met a Miner.

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Thoroughbred industry supports 
lawsuit to declare federal ban on 
sports betting unconstitutional 


T he New Jersey Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association (NJTHA) and Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ Association of New Jersey (TBANJ) 
joined with representatives of the Interactive 
Media Entertainment & Gaming Association and 
Standardbred Breeders and Owners Association 
of New Jersey (SBOANJ) on March 23 to support 
a lawsuit filed by Senator Raymond Lesniak 
(D-Union) in the United States District Court, 
District of New Jersey, declaring the "Professional 
and Amateur Sports Protection Act of 1992” (PASPA) 
unconstitutional. 

By way of background, PASPA is a federal law that 
bans states from getting into the sports wagering 
business. At the time of its passage, four states asked 
and received an exemption from the law. The four 
states are: Delaware, Nevada, Montana and Oregon. 
Currently, only Nevada offers legalized wagering 
on sporting events (at 180 sports books located 
throughout the state). However, Governor Jack 
Markell of Delaware introduced a proposal in March 
for a statewide sports lottery (offering exclusively 
parlay bets) that he hopes to have operational in time 
for the 2009 NFL season. In a parlay, wagers must 
contain two correct selections in order to win. Gov. 
Markell expects this new form of wagering to bring 
in (at a minimum) $50 million to $100 million of 
new revenue for the state of Delaware. 

"It is time for New Jersey to be proactive in 
defending itself from the onslaught of legal and 
illegal competition for the gaming dollar,” said 
Dennis A. Drazin, president of the NJTHA. "Sen. 
Lesniak should be congratulated and applauded for 
filing this lawsuit. Defending the taxpayers of New 


Jersey, its horse racing, breeding, gaming and tourism 
industries against both legal and illegal competition 
is critical to preserving the economic well-being of 
our state. More importantly, to those of us involved 
in racing and breeding, Sen. Lesniak’s actions show a 
true commitment by him to keep our industry viable 
in the years to come.” 

"Equine-related land occupies approximately 
176,000 acres of open space in New Jersey. Only 10 
percent of it is preserved,” said Tom Swales, president 
of the TBANJ. "Horse racing and breeding is an 
agribusiness providing over $ 1 billion of economic 
impact. As it relates to breeding, the incentives we 
provide in New Jersey must be competitive with 
neighboring racing states or New Jersey’s horse 
owner/breeders will choose to breed their horses 
in neighboring states where the incentives to breed 
are more lucrative and the racing days are more 
numerous. Horses are mobile. As a result, the owners, 
the breeders, the trainers and the jockeys follow the 
money. The higher the purse, the larger the breeding 
incentive, and the more opportunities to earn both 
as a result of a full calendar of racing are what drive 
our industry.” 

Drazin added, "As an attorney, I believe that Sen. 
Lesniak’s lawsuit will show that the PASPA is a clear 
violation of the 10th and 14 th Amendments of the 
United States Constitution. The PASPA usurps 
states rights as provided by the 10th Amendment 
and unfairly allows certain private parties, sports 
organizations, etc., to enforce its provisions over 
other private parties as provided in the 14th 
Amendment.”

R eRun, the Thoroughbred adoption program 
with chapters in Newjersey, New York, 
Kentucky and North Carolina, and satellite 
farms in Pennsylvania, has leased a 40-acre farm 
in central Newjersey. The farm, called ReRun at 
Reindancer, will house Thoroughbred ex-racehorses 
in need of adoptive homes and will serve as a 
publicly accessible resource for its community and 
supporters. 

Jane Gilbert, ReRun board member says, "We 
have so many plans for our new facility: educational 
classes, off-the-track Thoroughbred riding and 
retraining clinics, equine-based psychotherapy, youth 
outreach activities. We can’t wait to get started.” 

The public is invited to an open house at the new 
facility on Saturday, May 23. 

ReRun at Reindancer is located on part of the 
historic Dancer Farm in New Egypt, N.J. Named after 
Vernon and Stanley Dancer, Harness Racing Hall of 
Fame brothers. Dancer Farm is home to the 10-room 


luxury Bed & Breakfast Inn and the scenically 
situated Laurita Winery. It houses the Reindancer 
Therapeutic Riding Center, which is partnering with 
ReRun to achieve mutually beneficial goals.

Pam Clyne, founder and director of Reindancer, 
believes the two organizations are a perfect match.

Expel wins second race in Virginia series

Racing schedule change 


S ummer racing at Colonial 
Downs in New Kent, Va., 
begins Friday, June 5, one week 
earlier than previously announced. 
The VHBPA and track manage¬ 
ment decided to start the meet 
the day before the June 6 Belmont 
Stakes after Pimlico shortened its 
2009 spring meet, which will end 
May 23. With no Pimlico overlap, 
Colonial management hopes to 
draw a big crowd for opening 
weekend. 

Colonials 40-day meet will 
end Tuesday, July 28; Saratoga 
opens later that week. (Swapping 
a hot week in August for a milder 
one in June was also a factor in 
Colonials early start.) As usual, 
Colonial racing will take place 
Friday through Tuesday, with an 
evening post time during the 
week and an afternoon post on 
weekends. Steeplechase races will 
be carded on alternate Sundays. 

Because of the early start, 
Colonial’s huge turf course may 
not be ready for racing the first 
week or so. Its Bermuda grass 
surface requires a good stretch 
of hot weather to mature. For 
that reason, more dirt races will 
be carded to start the meet. But 
by season’s end, track manage¬ 
ment expects 80 percent of the 
races will have run on the turf. 
To encourage horsemen to bring 


U nfortunately, Virginia racing 
is not immune to the sag¬ 
ging economy and the nationwide 
decline in wagering on horse rac¬ 
ing. Handle at Colonial’s eight 
off-track betting shops is down 
about 12 percent, that decline 
somewhat offset by increased 
on-line wagering through four 
companies licensed in Virginia 
to accept internet and phone 
wagers (TVG, YouBet, XpressBet 
and Twin Spires). Revenue from 
both sources funds the Virginia 
horsemen’s purse account. 


their dirt runners to Colonial, the 
VHBPA will again run its popular 
“down and dirty” trainer bonus 
program. Trainers in dirt races 
with claiming prices of $10,000 
or less will receive the following 
awards from the VHBPA: $200 
(win); $100 (second); $75 (third) 
and $50 (fourth to last). Last year, 
nearly $20,000 was paid to train¬ 
ers. Colonial’s stable area will open 
to horsemen on May 17. Stall 
applications are on the Colonial 
Downs Web site, www.colonial- 
downs.com. Approximately 1,000 
stalls are available. Training hours 
are from 6 to 10 a.m., with a half- 
hour harrow break at 8 a.m. 

All owners and trainers must 
be licensed before a horse can 
race during the meet. A complet¬ 
ed application and full license-fee 
payment to the Virginia Racing 
Commission is required, with 
a 30-day allowance granted to 
complete fingerprinting. But all 
purses will be held until the pro¬ 
cess is complete. 

Unlike prior years, the VRC 
will not automatically send out 
license renewal notices. It is up 
to owners and trainers to note 
their Virginia license expiration 
dates. Renewal applications can 
be printed from the VRC Web 
page, www.vrc.state.us. 


Poor economics notwith¬ 
standing, overnight purses at 
Colonial’s meet this summer 
should be slightly higher than last 
year because stakes purses are 
being cut at the VHBPA s insis¬ 
tence. The Virginia Derby-G2 
remains at $750,000, but other 
major races like the Colonial Turf 
Cup-G2 and Virginia Oaks-G3 
will have reduced purses.The sav¬ 
ings benefit overnight races, 
which are expected to average 
$159,000 daily; last summer’s 
overnight average was $153,000. 


Including stakes races, the daily 
average this year should be more 
than $212,000. 

The standard purse distribu¬ 
tion system, which features a 57 
percent winner’s share and pays 
through sixth place, will also be 
modified at the VHBPA’s request. 
Under a new formula that var¬ 
ies with field size, purse money 


F or at least two weeks, racing 
secretary Tyler Picklesimer 
will experiment with a new sys¬ 
tem for taking entries and nam¬ 
ing riders. Closing dates will be 
listed at the top of each race page 
in the condition book. Entries 
will not close before 10 a.m.; 
however, riders must be named 
by closing time. The VRC stew¬ 
ards reserve the right to name 
substitute riders. 

Scratches will be made off 
the race-day program and are 
irrevocable. With the stewards’ 
permission, trainers may scratch 
down to eight betting interests 
by 9 a.m. on race day. After that 


T he VRC modified its rule on 
prohibited levels of phenylb¬ 
utazone in post-race blood tests. 
The previous standard of 5 micro¬ 
grams per milliliter of plasma has 
been lowered to 2 micrograms, 
which brings Virginia in line with 
medication rules in Maryland, 
Pennsylvania and Delaware. Most 
other racing jurisdictions, includ¬ 
ing West Virginia, Kentucky and 
Florida, still use a 5 microgram 
standard. 

The VRC stewards will 
impose progressive penalties on 
trainers for phenylbutazone posi¬ 
tives, depending on quantified 
levels found in test samples. They 
are: (1) verbal warning (levels 
above 2 mg. but below 2.6 mg.); 
(2) $500 fine (2.6 mg to 5 mg.) 
and (3) $1,500 fine and loss of 
purse (above 5 mg.). The penal- 


will be distributed to all finishers. 
For example, in an eight-horse 
race the percentage splits will 
be: 58/20/10/6, and 1.5 for fifth 
through last. Under that formula, 
even in a $10,000 claiming race, 
the last-place finisher receives 
$150. That at least covers jockey 
fees. 


time, scratches are limited to the 
horse s physical condition. Horses 
scratched for a physical reason 
cannot be reentered for at least 
three racing days. They must also 
be off the Veterinarian s List. 

This summer, the racing sec¬ 
retary will meet informally on a 
weekly basis, possibly at lunch or 
dinner, with the VHBPA’s execu¬ 
tive director as well as owners 
and trainers to discuss the new 
entry system and any other con¬ 
cerns or suggestions affecting rac¬ 
ing. Interested parties may check 
with the VHBPA office, next to 
the VRC Licensing entrance, for 
meeting details.

The VRC s medication rules 
continue last year’s revised ban 
on all anabolic steroids, except for 
trace amounts of four therapeu¬ 
tic drugs (stanozolol, boldenone, 
nandrolone and testosterone). 
Colonial’s 2008 meet produced 
no anabolic steroid positives in 
post-race testing. 

Because withdrawal times 
vary for those four substances, 
the VRC will again offer free 
pre-race testing for horses stabled 
at Colonial Downs and elsewhere 
who are targeted to race in 
Virginia. Trainers can make test¬ 
ing arrangements with Dr. Rich 
Harden (804) 966-7409.
